B eech er n n d M orm o nlsm . 
New Y ork, November 30th.—Yesterday 
Beecher lectured on Mormonism. 
After de­ 
scribing Lis trip westward and his experience 
with Mormons, he said: “ They have not 
gorgeous ceremonial; there are few things 
th at appeal to their imagination, and yet it is 
one of the most cohesive bodies of men that 
exists. 
If any m»u will go and look into that 
absolute desert region and see fields of grain, 
vines and fruit trees, little farm-house?, re­ 
deemed and erected by the industry cf these 
poor, ignorant Mormons, he will be amazed, 
indeed. 
I t is not without some reason they 
point to it and say, ‘ Is this evidence that the 
providence o’ God is against us ?’ The Mor­ 
mons believe in Mormonism. 
If our people 
here believed half so much in Christianity as 
the people cf U tah do in Mormonism, we 
would see the globe revolutioDiz-d. 
Not half 
the population are polygamists, l ut they all 
believe in polygamy as a divine institution. 
Asido from the spiritual question, my im­ 
pression is that no more orderly city exists on 
this continent than Sait Lake City. 
Now 
the question comes. Is there a remedy? 
I 
think there are two—one is to let them alone, 
aod the other is to put them to the sword.” 
Beecher 
than 
went 
on 
to 
say that 
ho thought the 
Edmunds bill 
a 
fail­ 
ure, 
even 
worse—as 
it 
consolidated 
the Mormons—and the sword was out of the 
question by a great modern government 
like ours. 
H e continued : “ One reason for 
the stupidity of our Government is that it 
does not know what to do. 
Yon do not know 
what to do. 
You hate M ormons; I don’t 
I hate the institution ; I lows the Mormons. 
I should be very glad to see this vast body of 
men brought into harmony with all of our 
institutions and methods. 
But if you aek me 
by what legislation yen are going to do it, I 
only know I should be glad to hear from any­ 
one who does know. 
Tne wise men of W ash­ 
ington are cot wise on this subject.” Cali­ 
fornia is fortimate in that her mines are being 
exterminated and her large farms broken up. 
She is already feeling the effects of the loss 
of the Chinese, and before five years will he 
sick enough of the prices she will have to pay 
for labor. 
He desired to correct a misappre­ 
hension of a newspaper, that he had broached 
the Chinóse question in California and then 
lectured to empty seats. 
Both statements 
were untrue. Of ill he saw W est and North- 
w -st he commended. 
As for the State of 
( Iregon and Washington Territory, he (h aught 
no two other sections are destined to such a 
future as they have before them. 
They are 
gi iug to be thn greatest States in tho Union. 
He did not believe the highest attainments of 
civilization would be reached there, or in any 
climate where a severe winter did not necessi­ 
tate summer foresight aud shut men up by 
the family fireside. 
M onsignor l a p e l ’s A ttack on th e School 
.system. 
C hicago, November 39th.—The recent as­ 
sertion of Monsignor Caoel that the Roman 
Catholics of this country would not consent 
much longer to b9 taxed to support the pnblic 
sohool system, and intimating that the Popa 
would shortly direct all Catholics to remove 
tliair children from American public schools, 
has brought that prelate again prominently 
into the papers. 
Monsignor Capel intimated 
that if the Government insisted upon impos­ 
ing a pchool tax there would be a fight. 
The 
preBa here takes the view that the Catholics 
of this country do not sympathize with the 
views of Monsignor Capel, and that he had 
better take his Italian views and return to 
England with them. 
In a sermen here yesterday, Rev. M r. Lor- 
imer, of the First Baptist Church, said : 
“ Monsignor Capel demands a grave modifi­ 
cation of our common school system, and in­ 
mates that all I hat Rome has to do is to pull 
the trigger and her supporters will oley, and 
talks very f'-olishly about fi_-hting. 
This, 
then, is the kind of liberty Rome c'unten- 
anees, that compelo its pconle to do wbat the r 
judgments disappiove. 
Personally, I don’t 
think that tri ger-pulling w ,uld be 33 effica­ 
cious as ho supposes, for if they have to 
choose between tne church an,.1 the t-chool, 
they will choose the seh > I. Thi3 talk about 
fighting is not wire 
We don’t believe in 
fighting, but you know tbe Protestants don’t 
always act con-isf-ent-ly with their belief. 
Monsignor Capri shonU not be so belliger­ 
ent, for a fight w-uld destroy ’he whole 
Roman establishment in America.” 


Successful E x p e rim e n t w ith I nilf rg io u n d 
T elep h on e W ires. 
C hic ago, November 30:n.—A Washington 
special o»ys: 
Seme months ago (he Under­ 
ground Cable Company asked and obtained 
permission from the D strict Commi-sinners 
to lay undergrc.u-id cable?, for telephonic 
purposes, between the Capitol and tho (ffiee 
of Colonel Rockwell, Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Buildings aud Grounds. 
The lay ing of 
the cables has just been completed, and 
yeaterday a number of rlectricisns, < tti -era of 
the G ive rumen», and others, were invited to 
test the working i f the wires 
The cables 
are composed of a leaden coat about one inch 
in diameter, with six parts, inclosing six cop­ 
per wires, insulated with a rubber prepara­ 
tion. and is as ti :xible as ordinary wire. They 
are laid in a pine box, about eighteen inches 
under the ground, and are each about two 
and a half miles long. 
The tests ] r ved the 
adaptability of underground wires for tele- 
phonrs beyond a doubt. 
Conversations were 
carried on over the line with p rfect ea9e, 
aud those at each end could hear the speakers 
at the ot-hsr end as easily as over the ordi­ 
nary wire—hotter, m fac’, for there were no 
extrañe us condi-i-us to interfere with the 
circuit. 
After the single wire test had been 
triad by those present, eighteen wires were 
looped to form one continuous line forty-five 
miles in length. This test was also attended 
with satisfactory result?, no difference in the 
souad being apprtci ib h by the listeners.

man for §500 for breach of contract, and to 
get an injunction restraining the giil ircm 
marrying his rival.

C h ic a g o , November 30th.—The Cleveland 
Leader yeBterdsy had a four column letter 
from John Brown, J r., defending his father 
against the attack of Rev. David U lterin the 
JVorf/i American Ilcview.

scribes Mr. I ’tter as a preacher, for a time a 
resident of Chicago, and in 1855 the bigoted 
champion of human slavery. 
He d c'ares 
U tter relates not a single point even in the 
struggle in Kansas, acccrdiug to tbe truth of 
history, and he proceeds to prove it. 
Mr. 
U tter on the other hand expresses no surprise 
that John Brown, Jr., should endeavor to 
counteract ojiiniors formed from the psrusal 
of that article by a public denial of the 
charges contained therein. 
Mr. U tter said 
yesterday be had no motive in attacking the 
memory of the martyrs than that of giving 
the truth to tbe world. 
So far as the lan­ 
guage attributed to John Brown, J r , is con­ 
cerned, Mr. U tter is positive he did upbraid 
and denounce his father for the Missouri 
murders. 
“ I investigated the case thor- 
ughly,’’ said the reverend gentleman, “ and 
satisfied myself of the truth of all I wrote in 
reference to John Brown, Jr., concerning Lis 
conduct toward his father, and which I pub­ 
lished as a quotation from the Herald of 
Freedom, edited by G. \V. Brown 
G. W. 
Brown is at Rockford, 111, and he assured 
me, as did also Mrs. Robinson, that he heard 
the son use violent language to his father. 
Mrs. Robinson and G. W . Brown were fellow 
prisoners of John Browo, Jr., and are reliable 
authorities. 
John Brown was most probably 
in an irresponsible condition, as be is known 
to have labored for months under mental 
aberration. 
John Brown, Sr., I am satisfied, 
myself, was a mean man, a bad man, nnd not 
deserving of the fame and praise accorded to 
him. 
H t son may clear himself of the 


blame, so far as I know, but there are reli­ 
able witnesses living who insist they heard 
the son charge the father with murder.”

Pretty 
much tbe entire populace turned out, greatly 
excited, armed with all manner cf weapons. 
One of the burglars found a horse and buggy 
of a member of ono of the pursuing parties, 
ar.d started away with it, but finding the 
baggy an incumbrance, he cut tha harnear 
aud escaped cn horseback.

lie frightened them 
out, took the team aud started. 
Tne horse? 
ran away, collided with another wagon, and 
the burglar was thrown out, with the wagon 
on top of him. 
The pursuers shortly came 
up, whereupon the burglar piteously ex­ 
claimed, “ Boys, I have a nice mother.” 
In ­ 
stantly be whs riddled with bullets. 
Tb¡3 oc­ 
curred thirteen miles from Shelby.

body was borne trium phantly to town.

corpses of both dead burglars were exhibited 
in an undertaker’s-window, and increased the 
excitement.

Two 
Sheriffs aud several Aldermen occupied seats 
upon the bench. 
Tbe small Court-room wa* 
crowded. 
Several ladies were present. 
No 
one was admitted without a ticket. 
Tbe ap­ 
proaches were thronged. 
Charles R u m 1, A. 
M. Sullivan, Solicitor Gay and Roger A. 
Pryor were present as couneel for O’DnnnelL 
Henry James, Attorney General, and Poland 
Andres Swigart appeared for the Govern­ 
ment. 
O’Donnell entered the d 'ek from tho 
adjoining prison, surrounded by officers. 
He 
seemed unconcerned. 
Henry Jam es opened 
the case for tbe Government, 
O'Doanell 
listened closely to the address of the A ttor­ 
ney-General. 
He has been allowed the use 
ot tobacco, which he chews freely in the dock. 
Janies Parish, steward of the steamer Mel­ 
rose Castle, repeattd the evidence given at 
the preliminary examination. 
Two plans of 
the cabin ot the Melro*e Castle were shown— 
one prepared by tne prosecution aud the other 
by tne dtfens?. 
Witness declared the one of­ 
fered by the defense to be incorrect, aud the 
Judge rejected it. 
Russel cross-examined 
the witness. 
W hen O’Donnell fired the shots 
at Carey, who stood leaning against the cor­ 
ner of the cabin, two yard.» away, C any 
might easily have reached O’Donreii, but he 
made no attem pt to seiz» him. 
W itness saw 
no pistol other than O’Donnell’s. 
Ho did 
not see young Carey go to bis father’s berth, 
and only knew by Oearsay. 
Carey’s pistol 
was found up n tee boy. 
There was much discussion concerning the 
correctness of the plaus of the cabir, all of 
which the Judge declared fatil'y. The Judge 
went into the wit.ncfs-’ ox and asked Irtish 
to explain the position of tables and e- ats 
W itness said at', the plans were incorrrct. 
O’Donnell appeared to tie greatly inte.rested 
in this episode, watching tho Judge c’ .sely. 
Charles Jone?, boatswain of the Melrose 
Oa»t!a, testified as at. the examination. 
He 
wan aim st sure, but refus'-d to sweir, ’.bat 
O’Donnell’s words were, " I did not d o it.” 
There was a dead silence when Thomas 
Carey, son of J ames C ir-y, stepped into t ’ e 
witness box. 
He gave his evidence promptly 
and coolly. 
The Judge questioned him in re­ 
gard to luu father'd position wbeu he was shot, 
and Wes a-siduous i-\ making notes of y ting 
Carey’s evidence. When the big and revolver 
of James Carey were placed in the hauds of 
witness to identify, he weighed the weapon 
and looked down the barrel. 
O'Donnell 
scrutiniztd young Carey narrowly when he 
said he was not positive whether O’Donnell 
after nhooting sai h “ Shake hands, Mr*. 
Carey; I was sent to d o it.’’ 
He further 
testified : 
“ I went for father’s revolver, aDd 
kept it in my pocket, because father was un­ 
able to use it.” A t this point a recess was 
taken. 
Reassembling, young Carey’s direct evi­ 
dence was resumed, and was about the same 
as given at the preliminary examination. On 
cross-examination, he sai I tnat he had stated 
at ths Bow-slreet examination that he came 
from the cabin when the first shot was fired.

b>th statements tru?. 
He denied telling 
W alter Young, at Port E iz.heth, that hi* 
father had a pistol when killed. 
Young wa» here brought into Court, sr.d 
witness said he did not. recollect him. 
C 'arey 
denied that Young asked him why he did not 
kill O'Donnell with bis fathet’s pistol at tho 
time ot tbe murder, and he replied : “ 1 ran 
fot the pistol, but it was not there.

h a i it.” 
Mrs. Carey, widow cf the murdered man, 
testified a* a witness. 
Sho was dressed in 
deep mourning, and spoke in a subdued voire. 
She repeated the testimony s^e gave at the

O'Donnell exclaimed that he was sent, to do it. 
The crosB-txamic.v.ion of Mre. Carey was 
very biief, and developed nothing new.

H.ME-MADE 
APPARATUS. 


Some people conclude that, if they can 
not possess a first-class instrum ent of this 
or that kind, they are b etter off w ithout 
a n y ; but a m oment’s consideration will 
show the fallacy of this conclusion, and 
that, on the contrary, even a poor in stru ­ 
m ent of observation or precision, or gen­ 
erally of research, in aid of tho senses—be 
it .telescope, microscope, spectroscope, bal­ 
ance, therm om eter, chronometer or chemi­ 
cal reagent—is vastly better than none. 
W e have but to remembsr the great strides 
made in the acquisition of knowledge by 
the aid of the very imperfect first-forms of 
every instrum ent which has been invented, 
to be assured of this. 
Moreover, reflect! 
so far as vision is concerned, men, on an 
average, w ithout instrum ental assistance, 
are inexorably kept at a distance from 
“ things” of ten inches, and m ust view 
them under the angle thence subtended. 
B at the use of a simple lens of two and a 
half inches focus annihilates three-fourths 
of this distance, quadruples the angle of 
vision, and enables us to see objects only 
one-sixteenth as large as the least we can 
see w ith the naked eye. 
And for some 
purposes a poor instrum ent is as good as 
the b e s t; an egg or a potato gives the 
housewife all the advantages, in measuring 
the density of her brine, which she wonld 
derive from the most skillfully-constructed 
hydrom eter, or the most accurate balance 
and specific gravity bottle. 
Galileo, with 
his 8imple-lensjftelescope, saw what, per­ 
haps, never man before saw, namely, the 
moon9 of Ju p ite r; and by exhibiting the 
partial illum ination of Venns, w ith the 
game imperfect instrum ent, he removed o e b 
of the strongest objections raised agaÍDat 
the heliocentric theory of Copernicus.

word to the wise is enough. 
To mv fellow 
students I say : W hatever may be your 
several lines of study, get real knowledge, 
where possible, by seeing and handling 
things for yourselves; and, if you cannot 
possess or have the use of a good instru­ 
m ent, do not therefore refuse the assist­ 
ance of a pcor o n e ; bu t in all cases get 
and use the best you can.

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ALSACE AND LOi—ulNK, 
The newly-acquired provinces of the Em­ 
pire, discloses that the people of these 
countries offer a curious study with regard 
"to their characteristics. They Beam to 
possess two distinct natures : one German 
the other French, yet so united that it is 
difficult to tell which predominates. It is 
an example, perhaps unique in its way, of 
a people partaking of the characteristics of 
two so different nations as Germany and 
France. It is a mixturo of Teutonic idio­ 
syncrasies with French ideas and aspira­ 
tions. The Alsaciaus in their exterior, their 
manners and habits, differ but little from 
the rest of Germany, except for their im­ 
pulsiveness and vivacity ; but with regard 
to their feelings sud i jeas there is a wide 
difference. Their connection with France 
has materially chancad their natnre. Not­ 
withstanding their German origin 
THEY AKE FRENCH AT HEART, 
And there is no doubt that Germany, in 
case of another war with France, will lind 
it ont to its own cost. They speak both 
German and French, not equally well, but 
equally bad, with a strongly pronounced 
accent, tnrirely their own. This reminds 
me ol an Alsacian Assemblyman stating iu 
the French Assembly, previous to "the war. 
that “ Nos brockets eont des traites,” 
meaning to say», “ Nos piojots sont 
dotruita,” “ Our projects are ruined,” tut 
literally saying. “ Our pikes are trouts.” 
Toe Lorrains show less of Gel man origin 
than the Alsacians, except those inhabiting 
the eastern part of Lorraine. Industry 
and agriculture aro much developed in Al- 
sice, and especially is this the case in the 
neighborhood of Mulhouee, which is an 
important manufacturing center. 
STRASBURG, TUE CAPITAL OF ALSACE, 
^ituatcd on the III aud not far from the 
Rhine, distinguished itself through its re­ 
sistance in the late wai. It is a strong 
fortress, almost impiegnable except through 
famine. The most remarkable monument 
•s its cathedral, with its high tower (438 
"eet and its wonderful clock, eo univer­ 
sally' known. 
Notwithstanding modern 
embellishments, the city has preserved an 
id-fashioned appearance, with its narrow 
and ill-Daved streets. There are a number 
ot public monuments and editiees, how­ 
ever, worth seeing, and its industry and 
activity in trade make Strasbnrg a lively 
place. It has un academy of medicine and 
other scientific institutions. The popula­ 
tion is about 100,000. 
MET/., T11E CAPITAL OF LORRAINE, 
)a the river Moselle, is also a very strong 
.\irtres». and played a prominent part in 
the late Franco-German war. It hirhorad 
under Marsha! Bazaine an army of about 
00,000 men, wliioh he surrendered in a 
most shameful manner. The town is old- 
aahioned, and offers little of interest, ex­ 
cept an immense arsenal, the cathedral, 
'.he town hall, and a large covered 
narkct, in imitation of the Central 
Malls of Caria. It has also some sci­ 
entific and other public institutions. 
I’revioua to entering France we may be ex­ 
cared for making pome further general re­ 
marks abont Gcrmauy, and especially, as 
we have already raid at the beginning, to 
correct some misstatements and errors 
committed by superficial obaeivi rs and cas- 
tía! visitors from abroad, who give lengthy 
accounts to magazines and newspapers of 
toings they have seen and of their own im- 
I cessions, which sometimes tori 8 into 
ridicule. The idea, for iuBtance, that 
WOMEN OF THE PEASANTRY 
In Germany are treated like slaves, as a 
female American correspondent wrote to 
the press a short time ago, is too absurd to 
need refutation ; and yet such nonsense is 
believed by a certain class of readers. 
That women assist men to their fullest 
capacity in the sphere which their hus­ 
bands may occupy, «peaks highly in their 
favor, sirce it is dr.no out of their own free 
will ; and these same women would scorn 
the idea of sitting in a recking chair while 
tncir better-halves are struggling for exist­ 
ence for themselves and family. There is 
one thing certain : no matter what the 
petition or resources of a family io Ger­ 
many may be, there are stronger family 
ties, and there is moie real, affectionate 
home-life to be found there than in some 
other countries. I regard this the best 
test of a happy or unhappy state of domes­ 
tic life. The advantages and resources of 
a country, its political and other condi­ 
tions are no true index for the character 
aud disposition of a people. We mast 
litar in mind that European society con­ 
sists of 
THREE VKltY DISTINCT CLASSES, 
Not only separated by a barrier caused 
through a difference in wealth, station and 
birth, hut principally through a difference 
io education, culture and refinement ; and, 
although the former are paramount in in­ 
fluence, the latter aro first in estimation. 
We dare say that those who so sharply 
Cilticise Enropesu fociety have but a faint 
idea, if a knowledge at all, of its belter 
Cass. It requires something more than 
money or prctenriona to be freely admitted 
in the best society. It would alto be un­ 
just to judge European society by the ma­ 
jority of emigrants who come to these 
shores to seek a new home. 
A FBOFLIAK FKATFEE 
Respecting German and other European 
emigrants who come to America is the differ­ 
ent success they meet with in their adopt d 
country. Thus, tor instance, the best edu­ 
cated ami more refined portion very often 
meet with poor success, while the rougher 
and more ignorant portion generally suc­ 
ceed in occuping a higher position in the 
social scale. This fact cannot well be con­ 
tradicted, though Americans are apt to 
overlook it. There are, of course, reasons 
for this ; but what are they? We think 
the cause lies in the difference of education 
and civilization in both countries. The 
dogmatical and orthodox tendencies of 
European education, although solid and 
searching, lack that practical view of 
thingB generally which is indispensable in 
this country. Thus learned people, with­ 
out possessing that practical spirit adapting 
itself to circumstances, find themselves 
h lplcssand bewildered and unable to com­ 
pete with that rough aud forward crowd of 
their countrymen elbowing its way by- 
main force and persistent cheek into so­ 
ciety. 
A NATURAL FEELING OF DELICACY AND 
MODESTY 
Is a drawback to them, and it is no won­ 
der that many go to ruin. 
Many emi­ 
grants of a lower order have acquired 
through industry and economy, wealth and 
social position, and are respected for tbeir 
upright and moral conduct. Their change 
of position has somewhat polished thoir

There are cases iu which young men be­ 
stow their attentions upon young ladies, 
month after month, with no intention or 
abject other than her society. Tnis may 
be, and often is, a noble object; the society 
of a modest, refined young lady is not only 
desirable, but r. fleets very much credit 
upon the young man to whom it is cheer­ 
fully awarded. But if the young man 
thus favored should have no desire or in­ 
tention to get married, he may be standing 
in the way of those who have ; hence he 
may be doing the young lady au injustice 
in return for the privileges so long enjoyed. 
Young men ofteD absent therm elves from 
young ladies who receive regularly the at- 
tenuous i f another, upon the very natural 
supposition that they are engaged, or that 
sucu is the object ot their continued asso­ 
ciation. If a wife bo the object ol a gen­ 
tleman’s visit to a lady, it may be pre­ 
sumed that he knows somethiag of her 
general character. 
Clothed with Euch 
knowledge, a half-dozen evenings spent in 
her company will he tnlficient to enable 
him to decide whether or not further culti­ 
vation of the acquaintance is necessary, 
and it au adverse decision be the result, 
some excuse should be offered for an ex­ 
pected absence for an indefinite period, 
from which it will be understood that the 
lady can accept the company of whom she 
is pleased without any breach of etiquette 
j or uncourtesy 
to the 
former. 
If, 
however, the lady should make a fa­ 
vorable 
imprersiou on 
the 
young 
man, his intention to get married, 
at some time in the near future, should no 
longer be withheld from bur. Knowing so 
much, she at once conceives the object of 
her ii-itor, and is at liberty to encourage 
the courtship or terminate it at once. It 
is bid faith on her part, however to en­ 
courage i‘, if she is certain that it can 
never culminate in marriag-. At the same 
time, it is not expect'd that either have 
decided in the matter ; the time has not 
yet arrived at which such a decision would 
not be premature. But the time for in­ 
stituting the “ court of inquiry,” the tima 
to start upon a “ voyage ol investigation,” 
has come. 
Henceforth it is as much the duty of 
each to disrobe their true character, as to 
investigate the other’s.

The Abode of Misery and W ant—No Wed­ 
ded Relation—Starving Caused by 
Hi nesty—Misery Personified. 


L ondon, November 8, 1SS3. 
“ The Bitter Cry of Outcast London.” 
Sucli is the title of a pamphlet just issued 
by one of t^e religious denominations, con­ 
taining the results of recent visitations 
among the abject poor of this metropolis. 
This little book, so full of startling dis­ 
closures, is undoubtedly the sensation of 
the day. The newspapers are discussing 
it, preachers are preaching about it, philan­ 
thropists are weeping over the tale of sor­ 
row it tells, and even the Government is 
aroused. It is as much talked of as last 
week’s dynamite horror, and the condition 
of things it lays bare is considered by 
thoughtful people to presage greater dan­ 
ger than the latter to this mighty city’s 
welfare. Over the spectacle it holds up to 
view tears might well be shed, not only by 
Londoners, but by the eDtire civilized 
world. Iu the interests of humanity, and 
in the hope that their sympathies may be 
drawu out toward the poor and suffering at 
their own doors, I will give your readers 
A PEEP AT THIS PICTURE. 
Naturally, being the work of religionists, 
the pamphlet deals first with the non-at­ 
tendance of these poverty-stricken masses 
at public worship. Out of ‘2,“90 persons 
living in consecutive houses at Bow Com­ 
mon, only eighty-seven adults and forty- 
seven children ever attend a sanctuary 
under any circumstances, aud many of 
them go only once or twica a year. One 
street off Leicester Square contains 24G 
families, and only twelve of them are ever 
represented at church, while in St. George’s- 
iu-the-East the proportion of church goers 
is thirty-niue out of 4,235. These, how­ 
ever are trivial facts competed with others 
that are given, and considering the condi­ 
tion in which these miserable people live, 
the wonder is that religious aspiration is 
Dot entirely txtinct among them. Teas of 
thousands are crowded together amidst 
horrors which call to mind what we used 
to hear of the middle passage of the slave 
ship. To get into their abodes you have 
to penetrate courts reeking with 
POISONOUS AND MALODOROUS GASES 
Arising from accumulations of sewage aud 
refuse scattered in all directions and often 
flowing beneath your feet; courts, many of 
them, which the sun never penetrates, 
which are never visited by a breath of 
fresh air and which rarely know the vir­ 
tues of a drop of cleansing water. Y'ou 
have to ascend rotten staircases which 
threaten to give way at every step, and 
which in some places have already broken 
down, leaving gap3 that imperil the limbs 
and lives of the unwary. You have to 
grope your way along dark and tiltliy pas­ 
sages swarming with vermin. Then, if 
not driven back by tha intolerable stench, 
you will enter dens compared with which 
the lair of a wild beset would be comfort­ 
able and healthy. Eight feet square is the 
average sizs of these rooms. Walls aud 
ceilings are black with the 
ACCRETIONS OF FILTH 
Which have gathered upon them through 
long years of neglect. 
It is exuding 
through cracks in the boards overhead ; it 
is ruuning down the walls; it is every­ 
where. What goes by the name of a win­ 
dow is half of it stuffed with rags or cov­ 
ered with boards to keep out wind and 
rain, and the rest is so begrimed and ob­ 
scured that scarcely can light enter or 
anything be seen outside. 
As to furni­ 
ture, you may perohanoe discover a broken 
chair, the tottering relics of an old bed­ 
stead, or the mere fragment of a table; 
but more commonly you will find rude 
substitutes for these things in the shape of 
rough boards resting upon bricks, au old 
hamper or box turned upside down, or, 
more frequently still, nothing but rubbish 
and rags. E rery room iu these rotten and 
reeking tenements houses a family, and 
often two. 
In one cellar a sanitary in­ 
spector reports finding a father, mother 
THREE CHILDREN AND FOUR PIGS. 
In another room a missionary found a 
man ill with amall-pox, his wife just re­ 
covering from her eighth confinement, and 
the children running about half naked and 
covered with dirt. Here are seven people 
living in one underground kitchen, and a 
little dead child lying in the saíne room. 
Elsewhere is a poor widow, her three chil* 
dree, and a child who had been dead thir­ 
teen days. 
Another apartment contains 
father, mother and six children, two of 
whom are ill with scarlet fever. In an­ 
other nine brothers and sisters, from 29 
years of age downwards, live, eat and 
sleep together. 
Here is a mother who 
turns her children into the street in the 
early evening, because she lets her room 
for immoral purposes until long after mid­ 
night, when the poor little wretches creep 
back again if they have not found some 
miserable shelter elsewhere. 
MARRIAGES UNPOPULAR. 
Immorality is but the natural outcomo 
of conditions like these. Marriage, as an 
institution, is not popular in these dis­ 
tricts. Ask if the persons living together 
in these rookeries are man and wife, and 
your simplicity will cause a smile. No­ 
body knows ; nobody cares; nobody ex­ 
pects that they are. In exceptional cases 
only could your question bo answered in 
the affirmative. Incest is common, and no 
form of vice causes surprise or attracts at­ 
tention. Tnose who appear to be married 
are often separated by a mere quarrel, and 
they do not hesitate to form similar com­ 
panionships immediately. Oae man was 
pointed out who for some years had lived 
with a woman, the mother of his three 
children. She died, and in less than a 
week he had taken another woman in her 
place. A man was living with a woman in 
the low district called “ The Mint.” Ha 
went out one morning with another man 
for the purpose of cjmmitting a burglary, 
and by that other man wad murdered. 
The murderer returned, saying that his 
companion had been caught and taken to 
prison, and the same night he took the 
place of the murdered man in her compan­ 
ionship. The only check to communism in 
this regard is jealousy, not virtue. 
THE VILEST PRACTICES 
Are looked upon with the moat matter-of. 
fact indifference. Tne low parts of Lon­ 
don are the sink into which the filthy aud 
abominable from ail parts of the country 
seem to flow. Entire courts are filled w ith 
thieves, prostitutes and bloated convicts, 
la one street are thirty-five houses, thirty- 
two of which are anuwn to be brothels. 
Iu aaotfier District are forty-three of thoae 
houses, and 428 fallen women and girls, 
many of them nut more than 12 years of 
age. A neighborhood whose population is 
returned at 10,100, contains 400 who fol­ 
low this odious traffic, their ages varying 
from thirteen to titty ; and of the moral 
degradation of the people some idea may 
be formed from tne tollowiug incident: 
An Eist-end missionary rescued a young 
girl from an immoral life and obtained for 
her a situation with people who were going 
abroad. He saw her to Southampton, ana 
on his return 
WAS VIOLENTLY ABUSED 
By the girl's grandmother, who had the 
syaipathy of th8 neighbors, for having 
taken away from a poor old woman her 
means of subsistence. These particulars 
indicate but faintly the moral influences 
from which the dwellers in these squalid 
regions have no escape, and by which is 
bred “ infancy that knows no innocence, 
youth without modesty or shame, maturity 
that is mature in nothmg but suffering and 
guilt, and blasted old age that is a scandal 
on the name we bear. ” Tne poverty of 
thoae who try to live honestly in these dis­ 
tricts is said to be utterly appalling. A 
child 7 yeara old is known easily to make 
ten shillings and six punce a week (a little 
over $2 50) by thieving, but what can he 
earu by such work as match-box making, 
for which twopence farthing a gross is paid, 
the maker havmg to find tus own fire for 
drying the boxes, and his own paste and 
string ? Before he can gain as much as the 
young thief he must make 5G gross a week, 
or 1,21X1 a day, which, of course, is impos­ 
sible, for even adults can rarely make more 
than halt that number. Women for the 
WORK OF TROUSERS FINISHING, 
Receive twopence half-penny a pair, and 
have to tiad their own thread. Ask one of 
| these how much she can earn in a day and 


she will tell you a shilling (25 cents), and 
for this she has to work from 5 in the 
morniDg to 10 at night—seventeen hour9. 
For making men’s shirts these women are 
paid tenpence a dozen ; lawn tennis 
aprons threepence a dozen, and babies’ 
hoods from one shilling and sixpence to 
two and sixpence a dozen. In St. George’s- 
in-the-East large numbers of women and 
children, some of the latter only 7 years 
old, are employed in sook-making, for 
which they get a farthing (half a cent) 
each. In one house was found a widow 
aud her half-idiot daughter making pal- 
liasEes at one penny three farthings each. 
Here is a woman who has a sick hus­ 
band and a little child to look after. She 
is employed at shirt-finishing at three­ 
pence a dozen, aud by the utmost effort 
can only earn twelve cents a day. With 
men it is comparatively speaking no bet­ 
ter. 
“ My master,” says one, “ gets a 
pound for what he gives me three shillings 
for making.” For a pair of fishing boots, 
which are sold at three guineas, the poor 
workman receives five shillings, or less 
than one twelfth. 
An old tailor and his 
wife are employed in making policemen’s 
overcoats. 
They have to make, finish, 
hot press, put on the buttons and find 
their own thread, and for all this they re­ 
ceive about seventy cents per coat. 
By 
working from half-past C in the morning to 
10 at night .they just manage between 
them to make one of these garments in 
two days. 
EXORBITANT DEMANDS FOR RENT. 
What addB enormously to the misery of 
these people is the exorbitant demand 
made upon them for rent. The rack-renting 
of Ireland was merciful by comparison. 
If by any chance a reluctant landlord can 
be induced to execute or pay for some long- 
needed repairs, this becomes the occasion 
for new exactions. 
In one room visited a 
hole as big as a man’s head had been cov­ 
ered with a piece of board from an old soap 
box, and for this threepence a week had 
been put upon the rcDt. Another caBa 
giveii is worse than this. Au old couple 
had lived iu cue room for fourteen years, 
during which time it has only once been 
partially cleansed. The landlord has under­ 
taken that semethiDg shall be done shortly, 
and for the past three months has been 
taking sixpence a week extra for rent on 
the strength of hiB good intentions. 
SI ENES OF HEART BREAKING MISERY 
Are depicted. A poor woman in an ad­ 
vanced stage of consumption, reduced al­ 
most to a skeleton, lives in a single room 
with a drunken husbaud and five children. 
When visited she was eating a few green 
peas, aud the children had gone to gather 
some sticks to make a fire with which to 
boil four potatoes that were lying on the 
table, and which would constitute the 
family dinner ior the day. Another case 
is as follows : The hu-baud had gone to 
try and find some work. Taa mother, 29 
years of age, wan sitting on the only chair 
iu the room in front of a tireless grate. She 
wae nursing a baby six weeks old, that had 
never nad anything but one old rag around 
it. The mother had nothing but a gown 
on, and that dropping to pieces ; it was 
all she had night oi day. There were six 
children under 13 years of age. 
They 
were barefooted, and the few rags on them 
scarcely covered their nakedm ss. In this 
room, where was an unclothed infaut, the 
ceiling was iu holes. An old bedstead was 
in the place, and 
NKVEN SLEEP IN IT AT NIGHT, 
The eldest girl being on the floor. A 
mother, whose children are the cleanest 
and tidiest in the Board school which they 
attend, was visited. It was found that, 
though she had plenty of her own, she had 
taken in a little girl whope father had gone 
off tramping in search of v/ork. The wo­ 
man was propped up iu a chair, looking 
terribly ill, but in front of her, in another 
chair, was the washtub, and she was mak­ 
ing a feeb’.e effort to wash and wring out 
seme of the childrens things. She was 
dying from dropsy, scarcely able to breathe 
and enduring untold agony, hut to the very 
last striving to keep her little ones clean 
and tidy. These few instances out of 
many will give you a faint idea of “ The 
Bitter C up of Outcast Loudon.” The in­ 
formation in this pamphlet, we are as­ 
sured, does not lefer to selected cases. It 
simply reveals a state of things which is 
found in house after house, court after 
court, street after Btreet. As to exaggera­ 
tion, the author says : “ So far from mak­ 
ing the worst of our facts for the purpose 
of appealing to emotion, we have been 
compelled to tone down everything, and 
wholly to omit what most needs to be 
known, or the ears and eyes of our read­ 
ers would have been insufferably out­ 
raged."

THE FIRST WHISTLS. 
The story of the lirat steam w’niatle on 
the Missouri river is amusing. Its intro­ 
duction dates back to 1844. At that time 
tho settlers on the Missouri river were iu 
the habit of making regular j early visits to 
St. Louis to do their trading for themselves 
and friends. They were not provided with 
daily intercourse with the outside world, 
and many who lived back from the river 
seldom, if ever, saw a steamboat more than 
once a year. It happened that during the 
fall of 1844 the new steamboat Lexington 
started up the Missouri river, loaded down 
to the guards with freight, 
The tteamer was provided with a steam 
whistle—the first used on the Missouri 
river—and, as it happened, no one knew 
about it except Warner, who was a wag 
and a lover of a joke. 
The night after 
leaving St. Louis the passengers were col­ 
lected together playing cards (for fun) in 
the cabin, when the talk turned upon 
steamboat explosions, then very common. 
“ I feel p rfi ctly safe on this boat,” said 
Warner as he dealt the cards. 
“ Why ?” inquired Yocum, the planter. 
“ Why ?” echoed the rest of the company. 
“ I will tell you why,” said the wag, 
carefully studying his cards. 
“ This boat 
is provided with a new patent safety valve 
which notifies passengers on board when it 
is about to blow up. It Í3 a concern which 
makes a most unearthly noise, and when 
you hear it, it is time to get back aft or 
jump overboard.” 
Notwithstanding the fact that Warner 
told his story with the most solemn and 
earnest countenance, eorno were skeptical. 
Not so, however, with the planter. Next 
morning, when the Lexington was steam­ 
ing up the long,straight stretch of river just 
below Washington, Mo., the passengers 
were at breakfast. The meal had been 
called, and all were bueily engaged doing 
justice to the kind of meals they were ac­ 
customed to serve on steamboats in those 
days. Suddenly the whistle commenced to 
blow, the first time on the trip. The pas­ 
sengers looked at each other a moment, 
and horror and dismay spread over their 
faces. The first man to realize the situation 
was Yocum, the planter, who, with hair 
erect and blanched face, jumped up, crying 
as he pulled over one after another of the 
passengers : 
“ Run, run for your lives : the d—d 
thing is going to bust. Come with me, and 
let’s save ourselves.” 
Of course there was a stampede for the 
rear of the boot, and it was only by the 
exertions of some of the crew that the more 
excited were restrained from jumping into 
the river.—[Kansas City Star.

Some friends of mine have recently been 
discussing, with more or less earnestness, 
the low average that the great majority— 
the paying public—demands and patron­ 
izes in amusements aud mental pabulum, 
as illustrated in the low intellectual plane 
of all the so-called comic papers and in the 
perennial flourishing of the minstrels, 
when the theaters endured hut jerkily by 
seasons of a month or two at a time. This, 
somebody ingeniously explained, was due, 
not to the degeneracy of minds at large, 
but to the increase of the public appealed 
to. That is, be believed there were just 
as many people who reveled in magazines 
of a high standard, and who could only be 
coaxed from their firesides in the evening 
by a really good play and really excellent 
artistic acting, but that these people would 
never be the majority, and the true major­ 
ity had, in a sense, just learned to read, 
and the comic weeklies and minstrel enter­ 
tainments were addressed to them, sim­ 
ilarly “ Peck’s Bad Boy.” 
There has 
always been 
LITERATURE FOR TI1E GREAT UNWASHED. 
The penny-dreadful variety is their meat 
ia story and drama, but the wave that is 
going over the country now is the dietiuctly 
vulgar in pen production, vulgar iu it3 
Latin meaning, ot belonging to the crowd ; 
people too healthy and commonplace to 
eojoy hair breadth escapes, murders aud 
rescues, people whose one ideal in recrea­ 
tion is to ue made to laugh, and the things 
they laugh at are best indicated by the 
sale of “ Peck’s Bid Boy,” and the per­ 
ennial success of the minstrels. I went to 
one of the two minstrel entertainments 
tnat the city now affords, last Friday even­ 
ing, partly to see Muldoon, the G;;.co- 
Roman wrestler, in his representation of 
famous statues, aud partly to try to snatch 
the inner secret of the succosb of min­ 
strelsy. The gentlemen of color, in their 
faultless dress suits, sat in their semi­ 
circle, but the audience was twice as inter­ 
esting. The theater was packed. The 
people all, as far as I could see, were of 
the well-ta-do commercial class, the women 
mostly past first youth, large and fresh- 
colored, and quietly but richly dressed. 
It appears that the way to go to the min­ 
strels is in parlies, the larger the better. 
I fouud mj self iu the midst of one whose 
various members seemed to extend quite 
over the house in a sort of network. It 
was the kindest audience that could be, as 
kind as a well-trained family to 
THE VENERABLE JOKES 
Of its funny member. One minstrel told 
a tale of an anti-drinking society to which 
he belonged. Fifty sisters were also mem­ 
bers of the society, and the test of whether 
the men of the society had been drinkiog 
consisted in his being kissed by the fifty 
sisters in full conclave. Nobody laughed. 
The interlocutor repeated, "Fifty sis­ 
ters?” Tqe other end man queried, 
“ Kissed by fifty sisters?’ The teller of 
the story asseverated, “ Fifty sisters,” aud 
“ Kie.sud by fifty sisters,” and questions 
and answers flew in quick succession. The 
more lively reiteration of the form of words 
seemed to act as a stimulas to the riaibles 
ot the audience, and at last they laughed 
heartily. 
This must be a recognized 
manner of forcing a joke. Some of the 
Btorien were very old ; some of them less 
so, bnt their setting is half of their suc­ 
cess. There is a distinctly minstrel man­ 
ner of talkiDg. I have marked it in papu­ 
lar youths in parlors, without heretofore 
being able to classify it. It consists partly 
in an intimation of high spirits or humor­ 
ous depression and innocent recklessness. 
Ita dialect has for ODe characteristic the 
suppression of certain vowels, as “ vo’clist ” 
for “ vocalist,” “ libr’y ” for “ library,” 
and so on. 
A SLIGHT NASAL TWANG 
Is a great addition to the true minstrel 
mamier. It ia very effective from a min­ 
strel, in the parlor somewhat bewildering, 
but often very amusing. In the Eecond 
part of the minstrel entertainment the 
blacked white men appeared in women’s 
costumes, and dragged humanity down to 
its very lowest level. It was not coarse, 
there was nothing said or done that 
a father might wish to screen his daughter 
from hearing or seeing, but it was vulgar, 
common ; it had a certain smartness and 
coarse satire, but it was odiously unpleas­ 
ant some way, notwithstanding which peo­ 
ple rocked themselves upon their chairs in 
paroxysms of uncontrolled merriment, 
threw up their arms, wiped the tears from 
their eyes, and asked each other if that 
was not the very best yet. AU that was 
cleared away, aud we had Muldoon against 
a red background, in a blaze of concen­ 
trated light, as the “ Fighting Gladiator,” 
the “ Quoit Thrower,” the “ Hercules with 
the Club,” “ Canova’s HerculeB and 
Lic’nas,” “Napoleon after the Figure on 
the Coionne Vendóme,” ami the “ Wrest­ 
ler iu Repose.” Marion Wells, the sculp­ 
tor, arranged the statues, aod, although 
he had a perfect specimen of the animal 
man to work with, still his success in rep­ 
resenting the differing characteristics of so 
many well-known figures was surprising. 
For instance, 
THE HEAD OF THE “ HERCULES” 
With the club is much longer from crown 
to nane than that of the “ Fighting Gladi­ 
ator,” while that of the Najioleon ¡9 flat on 
top and full at the line between the hair 
and the forehead. All these points had 
been observed in getting up the statues, 
however Mr. Wells manipulated the white 
wool wigs to produce the effects. The up­ 
per part of the body appeared to be bare, 
as tnough powdered to the smoothness of 
marble ; it was pink, and showed the mag­ 
nificent bunches of developed muscles in 
all their surprising beauty. 
The lower 
part of the body was encased in dead- 
white silk fleshings. 
Although the join 
at the waist was quite perceptible, it was 
not injurious to the complete effect, which, 
on the stage to lately desecrated by the 
most unsparing burlesques of humanity, 
was a sort of hymn of praise for the 
restoration of. man to the dignity of 
God’s image in which he was created.

In a moment they were 
shaking hands and exchanging greetings, 
aud in another discussing the respective 
merits of cottons and prints, of which Mrs. 
Siddons showed herself a keen judge, when 
she could lay aside—which was rare in­ 
deed—her dramatic affectation.—[London 
Society.

There is no mere thankless task that can 
fall to the lot of a middle-aged spinster 
with quiet tastes than that of engineering 
a young womau of any considerable per­ 
sonal attractions across Europe.

Try if his Gospel will not still 
convince, convert, and Have. 
Try him by 
humbling yourselves in his sight, and see 
if he will nut lift you up. Try him by 
more frequent and fervent prayer, and see 
if he will not cause you to receive till your 
joy shall be full. 
Try him by a fresh and 
full surrender of your heart to him, and 
see if he will not fill you with love and life 
and power. Try him by a more diligent 
| use of all the means of grac’, and see if he 
will not cause your soul to delight itself in 
fatness. 
Aud try him by an enlarged lib­ 
erality, and see if he will not pour you oat 
a blessing that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it. 
And in all these 
respects try him now.—[King’s Highway. 
Rev. Mr. Savage, of Berkeley, recently- 
said in a discourse upon the growth of 
Christianity : There are those who liip- 
pantly speak of the religion of Jesus as 
one ol the bygone notions of the world, as 
a relic of a superstitions past, which the 
world is rapidly outgrowing or has already 
well nigh outgrown. Such a statement 
certainly reflects little credit on those who 
make it, as to their knowledge of facts * * * 
Let me give a few statistics drawn from the 
official records of the various Christian de­ 
nominations in our country : In the year 
1SOO there were approximating 3,000 Prot­ 
estant Christian churches in the country. 
In 1SS0 there were 97,000, an increase of 
thirty-twofold. Of communicants in these 
che rches in 1800, there were about 385 000 
Iu 118J, more than 10,000.000, an increase 
of twe.ity-scven aod a half fold. Ti e pop­ 
ulation of the United States in 1800 wa3 
five and one-third millions ; in 1S80, over 
50,000 000, or an increase of about nine 
and a half fold. That is, while the popula­ 
tion in 1880 was nine and a half times as 
large as in 1S00, the membership of Pro­ 
testant cburcnes in the country was twen­ 
ty-seven and a half times as large. Dees 
that look as thouvh the power of Jesus 
Cnrist is waning, and the name which God 
had declared should be above every other 
name had ceased to be honored? What­ 
ever may be said of the Christian churches 
or the Christian character of individual 
men, the undeniable fact remains that in 
the year 1880 there were living in this 
country more than 10,000,000 of adult, 
thinking men and women who, of their 
own free choice, had professed their faith 
in the power of Jtsue, the Naaarene, and 
had taken the most solemn vows upon 
themselves to devote their lives to His ser­ 
I vice. 
Take another series of statistical facts : 
In the year 1S00 there was one cnmmuoi- 
cant church member for every I t 5 of the 
population. In 1850 there was cnechurch 
member for every fi 6 of the people. In 
1870 there was one tor every 5 S, and in 
1880 there was one for every 5. Notice the 
ratio of progress—for it is unrnistakab y* 
J progress. Not simply are there twenty- 
seven times as many members of Christian 
churches to-day as there were in 1800, but 
there arc three times as many, or nearly 
so, 
in 
proportion to 
the 
number 
of inhabitants. 
In other words, church 
membership has increased three times as 


fast as the population. In 1800 there was 
one in every fifteen, in 18S0 one in every 
five. Think for a moment what that 
means. Marshal the entire population of 
the United States, and have them pass 
before you, and one in every five is a mem­ 
ber of some Protestant Christian Church; 
and that is by no means the sum total of 
those who reverence the name of Jesus. It 
does not include the thousands and even 
millions of those who are just over the 
border lines of church membership, multi­ 
tudes of whom are Christians at heart. It 
does not include the millions w ho are en­ 
rolled in the Sunday-schools, a vast 
majority of whom are old enough to think 
intelligently on subjects like these, and 
whose regular presence there atteet the 
hold the gospel story has upon them. It 
does not include four and one-half millions 
of the Catholic population of our country, 
vast multitudes of whom are true, sincere 
followers of the Lord Jesus. 


BEAUTIFUL HANDS. 
A pair of well-kept and well-cared-for 
hands, white and shapely, is a decided mark 
of beauty and a very desirable possession. 
Any mother may give her child tapering 
fingers if she choose to take the trouble, 
and those who have suffered from want of 
a like care, if none others, will gladly take 
the trouble. A daily pinching, slight of 
course, while the fiesh ¡9 soft and yielding, 
will in time give them the desired shape. 
A child may be taught to do it herself. 
Some mothers jo bo far in their desire to 
give their daughters beautiful hands as to 
compel the little ones to wear steel thim­ 
bles during their sleep. This is rather he­ 
roic treatment, against which the child nat­ 
urally rebelB, but the wise mother pays no 
heed to the little ebullitions of temper, 
well knowing that in after days her daugh­ 
ter will rise up and thank her. Mme, Pat­ 
terson-Bonaparte was the happy possessor 
of a pair of most beautiful hands, and it is 
said that the exquisite taper of her fingers 
was acquired by this same disagreeable 
practice of wearing thimbles. The first 
great requisite towaid beauty is absolute 
cleanliness. This can never be attained 
without the plentiful use of pure, soft wa­ 
ter and gcod soap. Nothing keeps the 
hands in so good condition as rain water or 
distilled water ; but as these are often un­ 
attainable, the next best must be made use 
of. A bottle of ammonia and a box of 
powdered borax are indispensable toilet ar­ 
ticles. A few diops of one or a tiDy bit of 
the other in the hardest water will make it 
soft and pleasant to the touch. Neither 
very hot nor very cold water should be 
used ; tepid water softens and cleanses 
better than either. Extremes and sudden 
changes iu temperature should be avoided 
also. Fine white sand—which may be 
dried and used again aud again—poured 
into the basin and used with the water, 
will be found very efficacious in smuothing 
rough places aud in removing certain stains 
which have not become too deeply settled 
into the pores. 
For whitening the bands there are vari­ 
ous preparations which may be used with­ 
out harm. Glycerine, vaseline, cold cream 
or mutton tallow, well rubbed in, with a 
pair of old gloves worn over night, will do 
much to soften and whiten. The white of 
rn egg, with a grain of alum dissolved in 
it, spread on the hands and wrapped in old 
linen over night, will, so the chroniclers of 
Queen Anne’s time say, make even soft and 
fiahby flesh firm and clear-looking. Ost- 
meai and corn-meal, both dry and moist, 
may be used with good effect. The rough­ 
est and ugliest pair of hands may be made 
smooth and soft, if not white, in one 
month, if the owner will but see to it that 
they are well washed in warm water every 
night, and rubbed with whichever of the 
sample preparations mentioned best agrees 
with the skin—one or two applications will 
discover that—and then incase them in a 
pair of loose gloves, from which the ends of 
the finger have been cut. 
Now that we have the hands shapely, 
soft and white, let us turn our attention to 
the nails. The modus operandi of tbe pro­ 
fessional manicure is as follows : The finger 
tips are put to soak in delicately colored 
iiuger bowls half full of tepid water, 
slightly scented with perfume. 
After 
twenty minutes of patient waiting the op­ 
erator takes one hand, and, with an ivory 
* blade, or dull pointed steel one, loosens 
and pushes back the cuticle from the half 
moon, which in most cases is nearly or 
quite covered. Tnia is often attended with 
considerable pain, or at lea9t discomfort; 
in stubborn cases some manicures use acid, 
but this is not desirable, as it makes the 
fingers very sensitive for days. When the 
fleBh is well loosened all the superfluous 
part is cut away with a tiny pair of curved 
Bciesors made expressly for the purpose. 
The nails are then trimmed to the proper 
shape. Pointed French ones are considered 
the latest, but people of tho best taste find 
that an oval-shaped nail, a little longer anil 
about the shape of the finger, gives a bet­ 
ter taper to the fingers than the pointed 
ones. However, that is a matter of indi­ 
vidual taste; but no matter what the 
shape, they must be left to grow quite long. 
After filing, a chamois polisher and pow­ 
der are used until they shine beautifully ; 
then comes a thorough waening and brush­ 
ing in tepid water, and again are they pol­ 
ished with the attendant’s bare hand, the oil 
from the human hand giving a higher de­ 
gree of polish on finger nails as well as on 
wood. This process consumes about an 
hour, and is rather enjoyable. Many peo­ 
ple pay a stated sum quarterly and go to 
the manicure twice a week, but this is not 
at all necessary ; after they are once well 
attended to a few minutes’ care and atten­ 
tion daily will keep the nails in good order. 
Every time tbe hands are washed the fiesh 
should be carefully pushed back with the 
towel; this will keep it loose and in good 
shape, and two minutes’ rubbing will give 
them a good polish.—[Dio Lewis Monthly.

C a sto r O il fo r S h oe L ea th er . — There 
is one simple article which will rentier any 
decently made boot t lorouvhly imperi ­ 
ous. It is nothing more or less than cold- 
drawn castor oil, “ pure aud simple.” It 
is best applied before a moderate fire. The 
boots to he dressed should be clean and 
dry, and special care should be given to the 
welt ami the tongues and their stitching to 
the upper leathers. 1 generally begin by 
pouring the oil from the bottle all around 
the welt, so that the angle between the 
sole and upper leather is quite filled with 
oil, and then proceed all over the boot, in­ 
cluding the edges of the soles, rubbing in 
with the hand. When one is done, have a 
turn at the other, and so alternately till 
you have got in about a tablespoonful and 
a half to each boot. The tongues, being 
thinner leather, should be quite saturated. 
Subsequent dr saings will not require so 
much oil. I have never found anything to 
touch this as a water-proof dressing ; the 
gelatinous oil seeins to effectually Btop 
every pore in the leather. Tnere is an­ 
other advantage fur tnosa who are natty in 
such matters ; th- bin’s will soon take a 
gocd (common blacking) polish—so much 
so that a man may if he likes water-proof 
his ordinary walking boots for bad weather 
without spoiling their appearance. With 
a common walking hoot of ordiuary thicK­ 
ness, apply the oil all over the sole. Shoot­ 
ing, I wear boots so treated, over thick 
woolen socks, from eight to twelve hours 
a day, or more, without feeling t'ne slight­ 
est inconvenitDCO in any way—but they 
have the chilly feeling inseparable from all 
hoots that are oiled iu any way.—[London 
Field.

H o m es—Undoubtedly the 
origin of the oid custom of harvest homes 
is to be found in the usages of the Ro­ 
mans, w ho, at the b.ason of ingathering 
the crops, worshiped Ceres with moat im­ 
portant rites and ceremonies. Until with­ 
in the past quarter of a century Ceres 
might be found reproduced upon the 
harvest fields of all Eogland, whether as 
in Northumberland and the eastern ccun- 
ries under the gni.-e of a “ Harvest 
Queen,” oras in Devonshire as a twisted 
hgure of choice stalks called a “ knack,” 
or in Norfolk as a “ ben.” or in the North 
as a “ kern baby."

and wealth, aro no looser so ; indeed, rt ts 
only in exceptional caees that they are Dot 
the narrowest, crookedeet, roughest and 
longest roads of all to fame or riches. 
They sre filled to overflowing wrth young 
men of fair ability, struggling desperately 
for the bare necessaries of ltfe. But the 
places which technically educated mechan­ 
ics should fill are generally empty, for 
mechanics is not considered a profession, 
and our boys have preferred failure in a 
profession to success in the workshop. If 
Dr. Walker or any oth»r teacher can con­ 
vince them that mechanics is a certain 
road to prosperity, and can indues our 
boys to take to it, he is one of the great­ 
est of public benefactors. 
Mechanics ia 
just such a road íd this country, whiefcjig 
teeming with all sorts of material to be 
manufactured. It is the highest technical 
education that is required for the proper 
development of this great mass of natural 
wealth, and tne mechanics who have that 
sort of education will for many years find 
the way to success an easy one. Such a 
mechanic need nut work with his hands, 
but with his brains ; plan schemes, invent 
and improve machinery, manufactories, 
railroads, mines, furnaces and forges, and 
all teat results through lal- <r from them. 
Tus learned master-mechanic uinst long be 
in America tho most needed because the 
must useful of its citizens. That is inev­ 
itable when there is so much mechanical 
work to he planned and done. [Fniladel- 
phia Inquirer.

F re e zin g O ft 
Im p u rities. — Even 
among the more educated classes there pre­ 
vails an impression that even if water is 
contaminated it is purified by freezing. 
Many experiments have, however, shown 
the fallacy of this view. In some of tnese 
made recently by C. F. Fengra, an Amer­ 
ican chemist, various organic matters (area, 
albumen, etc.) were mixed with water, and 
the specimens were gradually frozen. A 
certain amount of purification did take 
place—the ice containing 30 and eveu 40 
per cent, less organic matter than the un­ 
frozen liquid. But a large amount of the 
added pollution remained, and the investi­ 
gator, though expressing surprise that the 
purification had been as great as it was, 
says that the experiments afford abundant 
proof that we ouch’ not to tolerate the in­ 
discriminate collection of ice.—[R. T. 
Thorne, in Popular Science.

SPIRITUAL MANIFESTATIONS — DEVELO?. 
MENTS AND ISSUES RELATIVE TO MA­ 
TERIALIZATION. 
Sa-called spiritual manifestations have 
recently attracted very much attention in 
this State. It has been duo, tirst, to the 
announcement by a gentleman of high in­ 
tellectual culture and inquiring mind that 
there have been presented to him proofs of 
materialization by spirits of the departed, 
into badily forms, and the dematerializa­ 
tion of theBe again into spirit, thus estab­ 
lishing as verity the fact of life beyond the 
grave and the possibility of spirit commu­ 
nication with the living. 
The second 
cause is the denial that he indeed had these 
evidences, and the charge that he was the 
victim of base deception. These are given 
renewed interest by yesterday's accounts 
of the exposure of clever “ spiritualistic” 
devices in Now York. 
The significance of the avowal first re­ 
ferred to is found in tbe fact that hereto­ 
fore the same intelligence, after scholarly 
research as an exhaustive reader, arrayed 
itself unhesitatingly against Spiritualism 
and its manifestations, on the ground that 
the evidences were insufficient, the results 
unsatisfactory, and the teachings—if, in­ 
deed, there are any—valueless. Not only 
this, but the same cultured mind has not 
hesitated to express its skepticism regard, 
ing the sufficiency of the evidence of a 
future existence as generally accepted by 
religionists. 
It is not the purpose at this time, nor in 
this place, to enter into Btudied philosophi­ 
cal considerations, pro or con, on these 
topics. It may not be done in the scope of a 
newspaper article with any considerable 
degree of satisfaction. It is the pur­ 
pose only to indicate the channel in 
which thought may be conducted, and 
to inquire somewhat into the conditions 
by which the intelligence referred to 
was surronnded in the pursuit of inquiries 
leading u^> to the result annonnced ; and 
also as to the possibility of imposition hav­ 
ing been successfully accomplished. It 
may be premised that the qoestiou of the 
sincerity of tbe believer aud the honoBty 
of his testimony is not for a moment 
doubted by any who have a knowledge of 
the man, or who have been brought into 
contact with him in the intellectual field 
as we have been for so many years. Any 
question whatever as to there being on his 
part any deceit must be dismissed as un­ 
worthy an instant of contemplation. 
Here, then, a highly cultivated mind, 
that has been more than skeptical concern­ 
ing the essential tenet of the relig­ 
ions that teach the existence of the spirit- 
itual part in a sphere beyond the present, 
suddenly becomes convinced and testitica 
to the rcahtj of spiritual existence, and 
intercommunication between those of the 
present and those who have passed from 
earth. This conviction was brought about 
by inquiry, not after the methods usually 
employed by that scholar in inquests upou 
involved questions, we take it, but by a 
series of physical experiments, that are in 
no respect new, and have engaged some of 
the beet minds of the age, not only unsat­ 
isfactorily, but very frequently disas­ 
trously ; that is to say, the tests of the 
smses were applied, and these convinced 
tic inquirer that he actually held in his 
arms, under conditions that to him com­ 
pletely put the question of mistake or 
fraud out of the way, the materialized body 
out of spirit of e recently deceased child, 
and caressed and fondled her with tho ten­ 
der touch of affection, though the same 
tenses testified to him that the real body 
o: that child was moldering in a distant 
graveyard ; and by the same evidence he 
was convinced that the renewed body was 
(Je Materialized, or again returned to spirit. 
To us this statem ent seems to carry with 
it its own contradiction H eie is a girl 
with blood, aud fcoac, and tissue, reclining 
in the arms of a parent who knows that 
child to be dead. She lirs form, weight, 
substance, mattri&l clothing formed of 
earthly fabrics; she breathes, and moves, 
and speaks, and with warm lips testifies to 1 


her delight at the reunion. Here, in fact, 
it a corporeal person reproduced in form, 
though to all human senses the form proper 
is in the grave. It is a form materialized 
out of, or from that which is not sensible 
to touch, sight or the other senses accord­ 
ing to the usual experiences of human 
beings. W hen the spirit took its departure 
from her body, it is admitted it left a 
corpse ; but it is claimed it returned to ma­ 
terial Bubstances of earth, and recreated a 
body in every essential like the corpse be­ 
fore its decay, and this temporary habita­ 
tion it invested with what we term life. 
In other words, the spirit took its depart­ 
ure from the body and left it dead ; it re­ 
turned to earth, and of earthy substances 
recreated a body precisely like the dead 
one ; it again left that body, but left no 
corpse. All this it is assumed, but to our 
mind without sufficiency of proof, was ac­ 
complished through the force or will power 
exercised upon material objects, by a spirit 
acting through an earthly intelligence of 
the most ordinary character, and such an 
one as the usual man of prudence would 
hesitate to employ as an agency in estab­ 
lishing any great truth, and the integrity 
of which agency is openly assailed and its 
honesty challenged. 
To admit the fact of dematerialization, 
testified to by the witness in question, and 
who has offered himself voluntarily as 
such, is to our mind far more unthinkable 
than the admission of materialization. 
The occult forces of spirit might—we may 
admit for the time—without any great 
stretch of the imagination be possessed of 
power to control material substances, com­ 
manding them to come together, to join 
spirit to life, mind to m atter. We are 
given statements and proofs quite as 
strong as those so recently cited for mate­ 
rializations that the Adepts of Occult 
philosophy produce marvelous manifesta­ 
tions of the improbable, nay, of the ac­ 
cepted impossible, and do so through 
farces of nature as j’et undeveloped to the 
great mass of intelligences, though pos­ 
sessed by a few ; that these agencies are 
in no sense spiritual as we understand the 
spiritual; that they simply call for the 
enjoyment of greater knowledge of the 
mysteries of nature than modern culture 
has yet evolved ; that a knowledge of the 
powers possible to humanity over na­ 
ture 
completely disabuse 
the 
mind 
of the value of mediumistic manifesta­ 
tions as evidences proving anything w hat­ 
ever regarding the future state ; in short, 
that occult science gives to those admitted 
to the inner arcana of its mysteries powers 
far superior to those exercised by the 
modern spiritual medium, and with proof 
that they do not emanate from disembodied 
spirits, and are not supernatural agencies. 
While we do not admit that there are 
evidences sufficient to convince men of the 
truth of these claims, we do undertake to 
say that the ceBtimony is as strong in the 
one case as in the other, and that the evi­ 
dences are diametrically opposed to each 
other. As one writer phrasea it : “ There 
is scarcely one of the phenomena of Spir­ 
itualism that adepts in Occultism can­ 
not reproduce by the force of their 
own will 
supplemented by a 
com­ 
prehension of tbe resources of nature.” 
We do not believe that m atter can 
be converted at spirit or other will into 
spirit form ; we do not believe that spirit 
form materializes to the physical senses. 
It is neither pleasant nor profitable to hold 
to any such beliefs. It is far more reason­ 
able, pleasant and profitable, and by no 
means undesirable, to believe that spirits 
of the departed may visit the scenes of 
their earthly habitation, nay may commu­ 
nicate, if the spiritualist believer pleases, 
bat there have been presented, we hold, 
no sufficient proofs that this is, or has 
been. 
The author of a recent work, which is 
just now engagiegsome amused attention,* 
has in the sweep of her vivid imagination 
and the speculations of her fervid fancy 
taken us into the spirit realm, but en route 
passes a strange company of spiritual be­ 
ings who cannot rise above the earth, who 
still cling to it, who have not risen far above 
the surface of the globe, who are unrest­ 
ing, who lack the spiritual momentum to 
get away from the earth. The odd fancy 
is neither new nor original, since it is 
taught, and was, before spiritualism had its 
birth, that the soul is but the shell of the 
spirit, and for a time clings to earth, and 
manifests its presence, and that it may do 
so through the Beverc processes occult 
philosophy imposes, as well before as after 
death—in short that “ there is som ething” 
in the communication of human intelli­ 
gences without the employment of human 
agencies—a subject suggested here as illus­ 
trative only. 
So, we repeat, the belief that m atter can 
be converted at will into spirit form seems 
to us absurd. We would do no violence to 
the beliefs of any, and have due reverence 
for all sincere convictions, but have a pro­ 
founder regard for the truth and for in­ 
sistence that it shall be established accord­ 
ing to the highest standards of evidence. 
As Max M uller has put it, true reverence 
is shown in treating every subject with 
confidence, without fear and without favor, 
and with an unflinching and uncompromis­ 
ingly loyalty to the truth. 
But the truth is to be dragged forth, or 
wooed from her retreats only by competent 
investigators. These must have the ju­ 
dicial attitude. 
They must be men and 
women whose intimate mingling with other 
men and women has sharpened their per­ 
ceptions, quickened their suspicions, and 
given them a broad estimate of humanity, 
and the efforts andm ethodstaken to palm off 
falsehood fortruth—efforts that are far more 
constant and energetic than their opposite. 
No man, then, we hold, is competent to 
investigate so-called spirit phenomena, who 
¡3 suffering the anguish of a real bereave­ 
ment. It has been within the experience 
of nearly all who have reached the middle 
path of life and look calmly or nervously, 
as the case may be, for the turniug of the 
way 
downward 
toward 
the 
fading 
sunset, to know people, who, in the first 
fresh poignancy of bereavement have been 
the victims of charlatans, and who, when 
time had afforded surcease of sorrow, 
looked back upon their hallucinations with 
surprise, and upon their deceivers with 
contempt. Men usually find in their search 
after things unknowable, the conclusions 
they most earnestly desire to reach. The 
lust of the Mohammadan peoples, 1‘aradise 
with houris created for his lascivious 
gratification ; all the heavens men have 
craved for conform to their natural human 
hopes, aDd all the hells they ehnn are 
modeled after their human fears. Renan's 
text illustrates this when he says, con­ 
cerning the resurrection, that Christ arose 
in the great love of the Apostles; his re­ 
surrection was first in their affections, from 
which tho transition to a physical resurrec­ 
tion was natural and easy. The mounte­ 
banks of spiritualism seek ont the be­ 
reaved. We have had personal experienco 
of this fact. They put themselves upon 
the agonized par.nf, whose arms are miss­ 
ing with a void ai wide as the universe the 
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loved one he so lately held, and who is 
reaching ont into the darkness into which 
that loved one has disappeared—reaching 
out with a longing and an agony that re­ 
fuses to be comforted, and often invisible 
bands seem to touch the outstretched, im­ 
ploring hand with consolatory reality. 
The results of investigation in such a 
frame of mind mean nothing, and do not 
address themselves with force to those 
who would know the truth by irrefutable 
evidences. Such results, attained in such 
a mental state, may be taken as a 
measure 
of 
grief. 
In 
a state of 
bereavment, reason is partially dethroned, 
aud the tender regard of man for man in 
sucha state, is not wholly sympathetic, 
but arises largely out of the universal con­ 
viction of the partial irresponsibility of 
the sorely afflicted. 
Hope and desire in 
such states control the conclusions of the 
mind. Sitting calmly by, the passive, un­ 
der these circumstances, have witnessed 
“ m anifestations” so crude, bo transparent, 
so bald as tricks, that it would appear none 
could be deceived by them ; yet the same 
witnesses have seen the bereaved victims 
accept these manifestations, for the time, 
as the most convincing' evidences of spirit 
communication. 
But men should measure revelations' by 
their value as contributions to the sum of 
human happiness and human intelligence. 
We venture to say th at modern Spiritual­ 
ism has in this respect been so small a con­ 
tributor, that its measure is not worthy to 
be taken. If we would judge the tree by 
its fruits, we cannot say of this one that it 
yields sweets to the taste. We estimate 
in a large sense great truths by the agen­ 
cies through which they are manifested, and 
the experience of most men is that so far 
as modern Spiritualism is concerned, its 
prophets and its priests are of an exceed­ 
ingly unrepresentative character of intelli­ 
gence and culture, of eocial, mental and 
physical worth, and the spirits that operate 
through them illiterate, ignorant and ill 
bred as a rule. From this sweeping de­ 
nunciation we are 
perfectly 
willing 
and 
glad 
to 
except a few high- 
minded and sincere people ; but these do 
not make manifestations a source of gain 
nor their faith a m atter of barter and ex­ 
change. Nor do they’, in response to the 
greedy demand of human nature for more 
and more of the incomprehensible, supple­ 
ment their magnetic, clairvoyant, or we 
may say their “ mediumistic” powers by 
the tricks of the necromancer and the hol­ 
low shams of the street magician, or the 
thimble rigger of the alley. It must be ad. 
m itted, however, that because some—in 
this case the majority as we believe—enter 
upon courses of fraud, the truth should not 
be rebuked, nor would we reproach it 
merely for its unfortunate associations, but 
rather commiserate it for its inability to 
protect itself against such common impos­ 
ture. 
In the present case it is charged openly 
that the witness now before the public was 
deceived by a trick-playing woman, whose 
business it is to indulge in such practices ; 
that she has hired persons to personate 
spirits ; that the child can be produced 
who, in this instance, played tbe part of 
the materialized form of the daughter for 
whom two recently bereaved hearts are 
still aching. We have in possession letters 
from reputable witnesses, who say they can 
produce those who have thus aided this 
“ medium ” in duping her victims. We 
have other letters explaining how other 
mediums deceive by means of most cun­ 
ningly devised skin-like and inflatable sub­ 
stances : by concealment defying search, 
and by manipulation that will deceive the 
most practiced eye as 
to mystical appear­ 
ances and unaccountable 
disappearances. 
We 
are assured 
by 
eye-witnesses 
that the medium in 
question 
has 
put her arts to such groes uses as to 
materialize the very vegetables of the field, 
and also that she has by her skill, or the 
“ control ” that operates through her—it 
is indifferent what it is called—produced 
locks of hair from spiritual heads m aterial­ 
ized inte forms of reality to serve as me­ 
mentoes for bereaved ones ; and it is verity 
that these powers were so intense that 
even that loathsome parasite which testi­ 
fies to personal neglect of the body, was 
reproduced in the hair also. From this 
the conclusion is drawD, on the basis of the 
truth of materialization, that does no vio­ 
lence to logic, that in the other world 
there are those less neat than we should 
suppose spiritual requirements to demand, 
and who so live as to make their intimate 
acquaintance, even by mortals, very unde­ 
sirable. If we are justified in aDy judg­ 
ment at all we shall certainly be warranted 
in applying to such a case, when these 
allegations of deceit are established, the 
well-known maxim of the law which puts 
the Beal of unworthiness on that which is 
found false in one thing, /aim » in uno, 
Jais in in omnihu.«, for we are dealing 
with a human witness and must apply 
human tests. 
But if there is a conflict of testimony 
which may command suspension of judi­ 
cial judgment, there is nothing to bar a 
judgment by comparicou and work. The 
evidences are that Spiritualism is not a 
teaching doctrine. If it is said that it es­ 
tablishes the fact of the immortality of the 
eoul, it does nothing for the Christian who 
arrives 
at the same conclusion by 
other testimonies. 
Nor does it add to 
the conviction of all the other millions who 
hold to the same belief upon natural evi­ 
dences and internal aspirations 
and 
convictions. James 
Freeman 
Clarke 
well 
says 
that 
a 
belief 
in 
disembodied spirits is the lowest form in 
which religion manifests itself ; that the 
beli f in ghosts among the savage tribes 
comes to them from the instinctive con­ 
sciousness that the soul within is independ­ 
ent of tho bodily life, anil will survive it. 
This “ belief in beings minus bodies and 
plus the power of suddenly and unaccount­ 
ably appearing and disappearing,” it is now 
said is established by- the evidence of the 
senses. But this is not satisfactorily verified 
by competent witnesses, nor has it been 
demonstrated as an unquestioned fact. 
But the belief in eurvival after death 
arises out of a consciousness of an imma­ 
terial part which “ is the real self.” To 
that belief spiritual manifestations may 
add, for some, proof. 
We believe that 
sonl is, that there is no physical defin­ 
ition for i t ; that the soul is, though it 
may not be weighed or measured, or 
shaped or woven, because the conscious­ 
ness of it as an eternal essence is 
as distinct as the fact of physical be­ 
ing. 
There is nothing wonderful to us in 
the fact, that through all ages men have 
indulged in greater or less degree, in the 
belief of a world of unseen spirits sur­ 
rounding us. 
It is a natural outgrowth 
of the world of dreams, and from that 
supernaturalism it is but a short step to 
the manifestations that purport to confirm 
us. 
But, unfortunately for it, modern 
spiritualism is not advancing. The proofs 
of its materialization doctrine ere less cer­ 
tain than were those of the reality of the 
Rochester kncckicgs. 
There has, by all 
the mediums of the present, been given no 


proofB that compare with those pre­ 
sented so many years ago by Home. There 
have been given to the world no such 
t ;sts as were applied by Professor Crookes, 
while in Olcott and Blavatsky’, and their 
confreres, modem Spiritualism have lost 
some of its most prominent advocates who 
confess its unsatisfactoriness, and its non­ 
progressive character. It is true, as cited 
by Epes Sargent, that “ many persons in 
Europe and America, distinguished iu the 
walks of science, philosophy, literature 
and statesmanship, have become avowed 
converts, or have adm itted the phenomena, 
so far as to believe in a new force not 
recognized by science, or have testified 
that the manifestations they have w it­ 
nessed are not capable of explanation on 
the ground of imposture, coincidence or 
mistake ; or at least have considered the 
subject worthy of serious attention and 
careful consideration.” But we are not, 
therefore, to conclude that a specific truth 
has been revealed, or that Spiritualism 
presents to us a form of faith which it is 
beneficial or satisfactory to embrace, or 
that it is fortified by the necessary evi­ 
dences of verity. To our own mind these 
are wholly wanting. But it does, by its 
fruits, establish that however painful and 
melancholy it is to behold the beginnings 
of disintegration in grand materia! struc­ 
tures, it is more profoundly and solemnly 
melancholy to witness the beginnings of 
disorganization in a great mind, and these 
sad spectacles Spiritualism affords in per­ 
haps greater number than any other form 
which investigation of the supernatural 
assumes. 
Upon this topic, therefore, we hold, 
after having witnessed during many years 
all forms of spiritual “ manifestations,” 
and after having given dispassionate 
thought and study to the subject, that 
it is safest to be skeptical, aud wisest 
to demand incontrovertible proofs, and 
undisturbed 
await 
the 
development 
of whatever there may be in it that we can­ 
not readily explain. It is, in our view, 
evidence of a more rational mind to doubt 
and disbelieve, than to embrace upon in­ 
sufficient proofs and endeavor to rest upon 
doctrineless and visionary beliefs, which 
have as yet taught ua no new duties to 
ourselves, our fellows, or the future ; which 
have not added to our joys nor plucked the 
thistles from the way ; which promise only 
unrest here, and uncertainty for the here­ 
after.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 
Referring again to tho proposed intro­ 
duction of trade instruction into the public 
schools, and the proposition of the Oak­ 
land Times to oat off all studies in 
such schools except “ writing, reading, 
spelling and the 
mathematical 
pro­ 
cesses,” we 
are 
willing 
to 
admit 
that 
there 
are 
some 
studies, un­ 
doubtedly, that may be dispensed with, 
but the idea of cutting off all but those the 
Times names seems to ua to be destructive 
of the scheme of the free school sys­ 
tem, and to go far toward intensi­ 
fying class distinctions. 
We protest 
against Baying that for the poor man’s 
child to read, write and “ cipher” is suffi­ 
cient. We insist that his children shall 
have full opportunity to develop the gifts 
nature has given tiiem to the extent of 
a knowledge of the ordinary laws of natu­ 
ral philosophy, physiology, grammar, gov­ 
ernment and mathematics, no far as they 
can go in a four years' course in the gram­ 
mar schools. To this end we would favor 
the introduction of industrial drawing at 
the expense of some other study that may 
be agreed upon as a con-essential, because 
that Btudy is in the naturo of recreation, 
and because it is of value to every man 
and woman of whatever vocation in life. 
N atural philosophy will give a fair knowl­ 
edge of the elementary mechanical princi­ 
ples, and that underlying structure which 
ib the base of all scientific progress of the 
day, and on which rest the varied 
agencies c.f man which the child sees about 
him, and should have some correct knowl­ 
edge concerning. 
But the idea of adding special trades to 
the school system of Btudy is absurd. 
The reformers cannot hope to have 
the common schools turn out blacksmiths, 
carpenters, plumbers, cabinetmakers and 
other handicraftsmen. 
But if we are 
to have the trades taught, where shall we 
stop? It must be sufficient to give pupils 
a good idea of the underlying principles of 
mechanics, and these they acquire in phi­ 
losophy and mathematics. Beyond that it 
will never do to go. 
Labor-saving machines so largely enter into 
all construction in these day-B, that there 
are very few crafts that demand a complete 
workman—specialists are about all that 
are called for. Machinery needs men to 
guide it, and for very little more are crafts­ 
men useful. They learn how to operate one 
machine, perhaps, and beyond that there 
is small need for the workman possessed of 
all the dexterity that enables him to do all 
the machine could. In molding, engrav­ 
ing, plating, upholstering, binding, and a 
few other trades, the man is still iu de­ 
mand who can do all the work of his trade. 
But in the majority of cases there is small 
opportunity for the lad to learn a trade— 
he must be content to be a special­ 
ist in one branch. 
But aside from 
these 
considerations, 
we 
have 
lit­ 
tle 
faith 
in 
theoretical 
mechanical 
teaching. \\ hatever is done in that way 
in Bchocil, is at the expense of time that 
should bs devoted to teaching principles 
that will bo of benefit to the boy or the 
girl in actual work in any trade in life. 
\Y hile technical schools are of much useful­ 
ness, and in Europe, and to some extent in 
this country, are established with success, 
and are doing much good, they should not 
be related to the common-school Byatem. 
Some months ago we described a free 
school supported by charity, that is under 
the direction of Felix Adler in New York, 
where the pupils are taught to handle com­ 
mon tools, to construct ordinary things, 
and to work up ordinary materials, in 
order to tit thorn for apprenticeships, but 
uot as skilled workmen. 
The Times is wrong when it says the 
State is already called upon to do “ too 
macb ” for children, but it Í3 right-headed 
when it protests against the scheme to turn 
out ready-made mechanics from 
the 
schools. The State has not done too much, 
because she now simply enables the poor 
man’s child to enter life's battles with 
some equality as to knowledge with the 
child of tbe rich man, who can secure the 
information and educational development 
whether public schools exist or not. 
But the State will do too much if 
it attem pts to add special trade studies 
to the school system. It will cripple what 
it now has. It will over-weight the com­ 
mon schools. It will not give the trades 
good workmen. It will vastly increase the 
expense of the school system. I; will 
make class distinctions more marked, when 
the effort should be to eliminate them. 
The San Francisco Bulletin is correct 
when it Buys, on this subject, that every en­ 
couragement should be given to the endow­ 
ment of schools of technology, hut that 
they should have no relation to 
"JUj- 


mon-school system, the simple and ele­ 
mentary character of which cannot be 
complicated without lasting injury to it. 


DISGRACEFUL APATHY. 
The country is in a fair way to be dis­ 
graced. Patriotic Frenchmen offered to 
expend a vast earn of money to have con­ 
structed and presented to this republic a 
colossal statue of Liberty. It was ac­ 
cepted, and Bartholdi's great workwas en­ 
tered upon. It will be the loftiest figure 
in the world, and one of the great wonders 
of man s genius and achievement. It was 
arranged that the figure should occupy a 
site in New York harbor. That city solic­ 
ited and won the honor with the distinct 
understanding that it would construct the 
foundation and pedestal for the gigantic 
work. But it has failed to do so. The 
splendid masterpiece is now nearly ready 
for delivery, and the polite Frenchmen 
have courteously asked the New York 
committee when they will be ready to 
erect the figure, as it will be delivered in 
the spring. W hat can the committee say ? 
It has managed to raise money enough 
among all the people of the great city of 
New York to pay for laying the concrete 
work for the foundation, and there the 
m atter hangs. Not a cent has the com­ 
mittee on hand. A t the very best, if the 
money could all be paid in now, it would 
take a year to erect the pedestal. But 
not only is there no money on hand, but 
none is subscribed. In this emergency it 
may- be necessary for the people outside of 
New York city to come to the rescue. But 
in that case the figure should grace some 
other harbor. Let it once be -given out 
that San Francisco, or Philadelphia, or 
Baltimore, or Boston wiil be accorded the 
honor, and the money will be raised. As 
m atters now stand, unless something is 
Bpeefiily done, we shall be made the laugh­ 
ing-stock of tbe world, and in France the 
name of America will be greeted with a 
sneer, as having positively insulted that 
people by accepting a notable gift, indica­ 
tive of their regard for us, and yet of beiDg 
so mean as to provide no means for the 
proper reception of the token.

P ro p o sed N ew R a ilro a d .—TheGeorge- 
towa (El Dorado county) (¡'azetle says : 
The money is ready for the construction 
of the proposed narrow-gauge railroad from 
a point on the Central Pacific between 
Roseville and Newcastle to the great tim ­ 
ber belt on the Georgetown divide, but tho 
projectors ask the owners of land through 
which the road will ruu to pay a subsidy 
of *1 per acre for every acre they may own 
on the line oj the road, in consideration for 
the benefit they will accrue by the in­ 
creased value of their land. Oue-ha!f of 
this subsidy is to be paid while the road is 
in course of construction, and the remain­ 
der when it is completed and in operation. 
It is said that the Central Pacific Company 
has pledged to pay its proportion on the 
lands owned by tho company, and it is be­ 
lieved that private land-ownern wifi readily 
agree to tho same terms. The road will 
cross th e,American river in the vicinity of 
Alabaster Cave, aud swinging from thence 
to Cooper’s ravine, will reach the summit 
of the ridge at the eouth end of Pilot Hill, 
from which point it will traverse the most 
feasible route past Bayley’s, Ferguson’s, 
Hogg’s Biggins, the Knickerbocker ranch, 
Stoddard’s, Harris’s, the l’enobicot House, 
to Greenwood station ; thence to George­ 
town station via a route that will accom­ 
modate the greatest number of people pos­ 
sible who reside near Garden Valley, 
American and Spanish Flats, and Kelsey. 
From Georgetown it will go easterly to 
Gadis creek. Although the present ob­ 
jective point will b« between Pilot and 
Silver creeks, ultimately the road will pass 
over the western summit of the Sierras 
into Lake valley, at the southern end of 
Lake Tahoe, and skirt the western shore 
of the lake and connect with the Central 
Pacific at Truckee.

How to M anage a M u le —The fob 
lowing is from the Marysville Appeal of 
November 29;b : 
Few men are qualified by nature or ex­ 
perience to deal successfully with mules.

One of them—Linchan—-worked tnere in 
the early days, when Monovitle was about 
as good a town as Bodie ever was, as to the 
amount of money spent, and he declares 
that the best ground in that immediate vi­ 
cinity has never been touched. In tbe 
early days a miner had to pay 84 a day for 
sixteen inches of water—an ordinary sluice 
stream—and he was ia big luck if he got 
ten inches. In the gulch, near where Ash- 
brook and Mullen worked two years ago, 
three men took out $55,000 in one season, 
in 18G2 ; and above the gulch yielded a 
good many thousand dollars years after­ 
ward. The district is interlaced with small 
veins of quartz, some of which are rich. 
The Keith vein, on which Peter Tautphaus 
spent Bome money, is small, but very rich 
in spots. Tbe vein in which Aahbrook and 
Mullen worked can be distinctly traced for 
.4,000 feet, trending in various directions 
from northeast to southwest, and always 
showing some gold. It is sometimes rich, 
and as often barren, but there is no donbt 
but that there arc some good pockets in it, 
for in every place where it has made a 
sharp bend there have been good placers 
below. The country rock is soft, scaiy 
granite, half-decomposed, and is easily 
worked without the U3e of powder. It may 
he that the district that turned out $0,000,­ 
090 on top may yet show something under­ 
ground.

SOME RECENT BOOKS. 


B kyosd thk G ates. By Elizabeth Stuart Phelps. 
Boston : Hoarhton, Mitfltu A Co. sacramento : 
XV. A. & C. S. Houghton. Svo., $1 25. 
The volume ia by the author of “ Gates 
Ajar.’’ In a dreamy barge of fancy she now 
takes us beyond ¿he gates—that is to say, the 
reader goes into the heaven ehe evolves from 
her fervid and pure imagination, and sees her 
ideal of Paradise. Human hopes are very 
apt to stimulate fancy te draw pictures in ac­ 
cord with human desires, aud hence this 
sketch anewera to the soulful aspirations of 
its author in describing the future state as 
she hopes it is. and wishes it to he. This is 
the boldest flight Miss Phelps has taken. 
Were it not eo plainly the work of pure hands 
and a clean heart, it would be almost impi­ 
ous. She attempt* to describe, iu tbe form cf 
au autobiography, the life beyond the grave, 
and it must be said that she has drawn a 
happy picture. This ideal heaven is unlike 
that of any other described to man. She sur­ 
passes Milton in the details of her imagery, 
and indeed all others. She describes very 
particularly the passage from life here 
through death to the fife beyond, and imme­ 
diately tells us all about the people on the 
other side, their methods iu spiritual exist­ 
ence, in the several spheres of the other 
world, for her heaven has suburbs and de­ 
grees of beauty and excellence. She did not 
find heaven to be like that of Bunyan or Swe­ 
denborg or Milton, or the future state in 
anywise to resemble the so-called revelations 
by sa-called spiritualists. 
Every one she 
saw glowed with more cr less of brilliancy, 
from a pal?, hazy appearance to a burning, 
dazzling radiance. Every one was busy—no 
idleness w»s anywhere found. 
Nor was 
there an effortful seeking. 
She was told 
that all the Creator desires for His creatures 
is to be natural. Instead as of on earth suf­ 
fering to learn, she found the heavenly rule 
ia to learn by being saved from suffering. As 
to her heavenly body, it was very unlike the 
earthly frame, and yet not. “ I setined to 
have slipped out of one garment into an­ 
other. Tnere were nervous and material 
and other systems, the same and yet l ot. If 
I say I felt as if I had got into tUe s-.al of a 
body, ehall I bs understood ?" 
She 
met aud recognized friends ; 
she saw 
tnat there is growth iu Heaven; that its 
chief law is freedom, perfect freedom. 
She realizes that the heavenly life is a fife 
that cannot die. She finds also that iu going 
to heaven she docs not abandon earthly ioves. 
aud so begging the privilege she ia permitted 
to return to earth to comfort her mother, and 
on her j lurney back, as on htr course upward, 
she met a etrange assemblage of beings, 
the souls of the dead who cannot get 
away from earth. 
This accords with the 
doctrines of the Occultists, in part, in the 
account of thcss who cannot leave earth, 
“ because ia life they loved nothing, lived for 
nothing, believed in nothing, cultivated them­ 
selves for nothing but the earth, tu t simply 
lack the spiritual momentum "to tear teui- 
solves away from groes things.

Three wheat Bhips passed oat toeea from 
this port Thursday.

From October 9th to the 31st, six coal 
ships left Sydney and Newcastle for San 
Francisco and three were loadme on the 
31st of October.

They claim that prior to the 
establishment of the lake the haunts of the 
wild geese, and ducks would bo scattered 
all along Butte creek for a distance of from 
ten to fifteen miles, but since the lake has 
been created these pest* have abamioned 
their former haunts and make it their head­ 
quarters. The result is that parties own­ 
ing land in the neighborhood have a great 
deal more herding to do, and have to begin 
earlier in the eeason and continue later. 
Tnis winter the birds are unusually nu­ 
merous, and many of tho farmers talk se­ 
riously of instituting legal proceedings 
against Mr. Keppel for maintaining a nui­ 
sance. The case would be a unique one, 
but we believe the aggrieved parties would 
win it. No man has aright to establish a 
rendezvous for such destructive creatures 
any more than he has to permit glanuered 
stock to run at large, or to start a leprous 
colony. 


A MODEL HOUSE. 
Dr. Hogg, of Bedford Park, Cheswick, 
England, has built himself a house in Queen 
Anne style, for which Bedford Park is re­ 
nowned, where no window can open, and 
where there is no fireplace except in the 
kitchen. 
Underneath the hall a large 
passage is used as the intaker of fresh air. 
Here it can be cooled in summer by ice or 
water spray, while in winter it i* wanned 
by hot stcam-pipes, which are economically 
heated by a small coke stove. The aw then 
passes up into the hall, from which it is 
only separated by an iron trellis-work, aud 
travels into every room of the house by 
apertures made in tbe skirtings and cor­ 
nices. In the ceiling of each roon. there 
ore one or two openings and exhaust shafts 
leading to the foul-air chamber in the roof 
of the house. To produce the exhaust 
suction, a large shaft runs from the foul- 
air chamber to the back of the kitchen fire, 
where the heat of the boiler aud the fire 
suffice to attract the air. From the back 
of the kitchen tire, in the basement of the 
house, the-air again travels up. A sqaure 
brick ihaft or chimney conveys it through 
the roof and into the open air. In the 
center of this shaft is a circular metallic 
tlue which carries away the smoke of the 
kitchen fire, and this tlue, always more or 
less heated, stimulates the current of air. 
A comparison of the minimum velocity at 
which the air moves forward iu the extract­ 
ing flues (two hundred feet per minute) 
with the cubic conteuts of the house, shows 
that the atmosphere is entirely changed 
throughout the dwelling once in every 
twenty minutes. This result 
is 
ob­ 
tained imperceptibly that is, without the 
slightest draught. Every part of the house 
beiug equally warm, all danger of catching 
cold from draughty corridors, chilly bed or 
bath rooms, is obviated. A nurse and three 
children sleep in onu room measuring four­ 
teen feet square by ten feet high. One of 
the children used to suffi r from defective 
circulation, cold fingers, chilblains, blue­ 
ness of the extremities, etc , but since he 
has lived in the new house he has experi­ 
enced no such inconvenience. Finally, as 
there are no fires in the rooms, as the 
heavier particles of dust are precipitated 
in the intake chamber before the air enters 
the house, two servants can do the entire 
domestic work where three were formerly 
necessary, and a much higher degree of 
cleanliness is maintained. In com the cost 
has been reduced by one-third, though the 
eutirc house is now warmed instead of a 
few rooms. Tho experiment, it will be 
seen, has been tested in more senses than 
one, and lias proved a success 
From a 
domestic point of view, it is economical. 
Front a medicil point ot view, it is hardly 
necessary to dwell ou the advantages of a 
perfectly even temperature throughout the 
whole house, thus rendering it no longer 
necessary to confine a patient to one room. 
This temperature can be increased or 
lessened at will at all seasons, the air is 
comparatively free from dust particles, and 
its renewal can be insured with m athemati­ 
cal, precision, without incurring the risk of 
those sadden draughts and transitions in­ 
volved by tbe opening of doors and win- 
do W8.—[Lancet. 


CüoFGING CLOTHING. 
Many persons lose life every year by an 
injudicious change of clothiog, and the 
principles involved need repetition almost 
every year. If clothing is to be diminished 
it should be done in the morning when 
first dressing. Additional clothing may 
be safely put on at any time. In the 
Northern States the undergarments should 
not be changed for those less heavy sooner 
than the middle of May, for even in June 
a tire is very comfortable sometimes in 
New York parlors. Woolen flannels ought 
to be worn uext to the person by all dur­ 
ing the whole year, but, a thiuner material 
may be worn after the 1st of June. A 
blazing fire should be kept in every family 
room until 10 o’clock in the morning, and 
rekindled again an hour before sundowu 
up to the first week in June, and from the 
first day of October. 
Particular and tidy housekecpeis, by ar­ 
ranging their fireplaces for tho summer too 
early, ofientinus put the whole family to a 
serious discomfort, and endanger health by 
exposing them to sit in chilliness several 
hours every morning, waiting for the 
weather to moderate, rather than to have 
the fireplace or grate all blaetted up—that 
is, rather than be put to the trouble of 
another fixing up for the summer, they 
expose the children to croup, and the old 
folks to inflammation of the lungs. 
The 
old and young delight in warmth. It is to 
them the greatest luxury, llzlf the dis­ 
eases of humanity would be ewept from 
existence if tbe human body were kept 
comfortably warm all the time. The dis­ 
comfort of cold feet or of a chilly room 
many have experienced to their sorrow ; 
they make the mind peevish and fretful, 
while they expore the body to colds and 
the inflammations which often destroy it 
in less than a week.—[Hail’s Journal of 
Health.

C ircu m p o lar O b k erv ato ix s —As our 
readers are aware, seven or eight scientific 
parties have been stationed for about a 
year past at various points around the 
world in the vicinity of tlio arctic circle 
for the purpose of making simultaneous ob­ 
servations in regard to magnetic and other 
natural phenomena. The expense of send­ 
ing out these expeditious has been paid for 
by various civilized nations, and their 
management was intrusted to a Circum­ 
polar Commission.

He reached his sta­ 
tion by the 1st uf September, 1SS2, and 
immediately commenced his observations, 
which were continued without interrup­ 
tion till the 1st of September of the pres­ 
ent year. Captain Dawson lately returned 
and Eailed for England from Quebec by the 
Polynesian en Saturday, the 101h in­ 
stant.

observations have been a success. The 
journey from Fort IUe, tirst by boat and 
then by horses until the first railway was 
reached, was a rapid one, but the party 
suffered considerably from 
inclement 
weather. They left Fort Rae in the first 
week in September, passed Fori Chipewy- 
an, on Athabaeca Lane, on the ISth of that 
month, and arrived at Quebec ou the 8:h 
of November.—[Toronto Globe.

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W ants Lighter Guns.—AdjuUDt-Gec- 
eral G. B. Cosby has aSJre3sed the foliowiEj; 
letter to the Adjutant-General» ti the several 
States : “ The field pieces now ia the hands 
of the National Guard of the several States, 
Buch as the Parrot guns, 12-pound howitzers, 
etc., are, in my opinion, entirely unsuited for 
any probable service the National Guard 
may be called upon to perform. These pieces 
are too heavy to be moved by hand, and, ex­ 
cept in eeme isolated casee, no trained horses 
are available, and such as can be hired in­ 
volve B uch heavy expense that the batteries 
cannot be drilled often enough to make them 
anproach even a respectable BtandarJ of 
efficiency. It is advisable to substitute for 
such field pieces machine guns, such as the 
Lowell or Gatline-, or other light pieces. Pro­ 
ficiency in the use of these could be readily 
acquired; they would be adapted to the 
nature of the service required, and could 
be readily moved by hand, except on mai ches. 
I am officially informed tnat the Secretary of 
War has at present no authority to receive 
back the heavy guns heretofore issued to the 
National Guard of the Beveral States and 
credit their value upon the indebtedness of 
the States to the United States. Should you 
concur in my views as to the advisability of 
such substitution, I respectfully ask that you 
co-operate with me by requesting your repre­ 
sentatives in Coñetes • to support a resolution 
granting such authority to the Secretary of 
W ar.”

HAUNTED 
HOUSES. 
Reference was made a few dayB since to a 
“ haunted house ” on Sixth street. This is 
not the first haunted house with which Sac­ 
ramento has had to do. Many years ago, in 
the Second Ward, not many yards from one 
cf the corners of Fourth street and south of 
M street, there was built a fine wooden cot­ 
tage. It cost over §2,000. The owner had 
trouble concerning the title, or his creditors, 
or something cf the sort, and after a deal of 
worry about the property, he sickened and 
died in the house, and it passed into other 
hands. But no Booner did this occur, than the 
Btory went out that the house was haunted. 
All torts of noises were heard in it. No mat­ 
ter who moved in, the spooks bothered them, 
and rapped so loudly and long, that ihe ten­ 
ants were soon glad to remove. Over and 
over the house was rented, and again and 
again it wai vacated, the tenants complainiBg 
of unusual noises. Finally the house was 
torn down, though new and good, and a 
three-story brick building put up in its place. 
With the laying of bricks the ghcsts teemed 
to be laid also. At the time, that haunted 
house wae the talk of the town, and one of its 
curiosities. 
The mystery was never ex­ 
plained. Only one thinker ventures to accaunt 
for the disturbances, and this is done on the 
occultis s’ theory that there is a body, a sou! 
and a spirit. The latter is the essential and 
immortal part. The soul is but the shell that 
surrounds it. After death it gradually dies 
away, leaving tte spirit free. This shell can, 
after death, as well as before, visit these 
scenes, for it departs cot from them—it is in 
a sense material, and can make itself felt and 
kc"«n. Occult Adepts can project this part 
from themselves at will, and hold converse 
with each other by psychological telegraphy 
at great distances. Of this order of phenom 
ena in a degree are the manifestations had 
under mesmeric conditions, mind-reading, 
etc. “ Now,” says the theorist, “ the shell of 
the occupant of that house was about, while 
it lasted, and so the place was bothered by 
him, for he was no better in the shell than in 
the body, and was moved by the ssrne pas­ 
sions and desires, and so he made it warm for 
whoever tried to lire in his house.” But this 
same theorist had business ab:ut the corner 
when asked to apply the doctrine to the shell 
in the Sixth-street house talked about just 
now, for its body had its brains knocked out! 
years ago. He only replied that it was a case 
of hard shell, and that the Sixth-street house 
is a case of humbug, for the spirit could not, 
or did not, give its name, or tell wheu it was 
killed, or by whom, and it does uot seem to 
have occurred to any of the people present to 
ask who the man was. 
Many years ago Mr. Folhemns was a drug­ 
gist in this city. He will be remembered for 
an annoying habit he bad cf stamping bis 
name on all tte coin that cams to his till. 
He lived on J or K street, with his family. 
His aged father died in his house. Soon af­ 
ter, there were strange noises in the resi­ 
dence. 
Furniture, night after night, was 
overturned, books thrown about, aud bed- 
clothing rudely pulled from sleepers. Doors 
slammed and banged though fast locked, and 
up and down stairs the spirits raced in 
squeaky boots. Finally, Polhemus brought 
his family down town and took rooms at the 
Crescent City Hotel. Then he tent one of 
his clerks, a Mr. Hook, to sleep in the house, 
without telling him what goings-on there 
bad been there. The next morning Hook 
told Polhemus that he would uot go into that 
home another night for anything. He had 
been ronghly treated, and had lied at dawn 
ss if Old Scratch was at his heels. However, 
Hook agreed to return if a certain well- 
known citizen would go with him. The two 
went back the next night. They locked all 
the doors, after searching the house from top 
to cellar, and sounding all the walls and go­ 
ing into every nook aud corner. Then they 
bolted the doors aud nailed them tightly. 
They nailed down the windows also, blew 
out the light and went to bed and to sleep. 
Presently, “ whiff” went the whole of the 
b:d clothing, leaving them under bsro poles. 
They pulled it back, but soon it shot off 
again, and this time to such a distance that 
they could not reach it. 
Tlieu the nailed 
up doors apparently opened and closed with 
a loud banging. 
Creaking boots walked 
about the floor; the twitter of birdB was 
heard in the air (Hook says, and so did Pol­ 
hemus, that before that the twittering was 
equal to that heard in a bird store tilled with 
sieging birds); the air eeemed tilled with this 
twittering. The furniture was moved about, 
chairs thrown over, hooks snatched from the 
css.-e and articles from the bureau and tossed 
hither and thither; steps went up and down 
stairs, windows rattled, raps came on floor, 
wall and window, and there was tho devil to 
pay generally. When things quieted down 
the two men got up and went into committee 
of the whole to inveBtigato. They found the 
doors still nailed up and the windows nailed 
dawn. No human being could possibly have 
come into that room. The furniture was 
found npset, the books tossed over the floor 
and the bed clothing scattered about. After 
that night that was known as a haunted 
home. A few people lived in it from time to 
rime; the story died out, and the manifesta­ 
tions too ; but one night the old place took 
tire and was burned down. It is to be added 
that the watchers referred to tried their bist 
to have the muscular spirit of that hcuse tell 
who he was, but he would not respond by 
raps or the alphabet, whereat they concluded 
that it was a dumb spirit.

An excellent condition powder for horses 
is made as follows : Golden seal one-half 
ounce, ginger one-half ounce, and gensian 
one-half ounce. 
Give daily in the food for 
ten days. 
The P ittsburg Stockman suggests th at 
too many farmers are inclined to put off 
m any necessary jobs until the tim e comes 
w hen the necessity is made most apparent. 
Thus many leave all their draining and 
ditching until spring, when the ground is 
full of water, the w orst and most incon­ 
venient time for such work. 
Mr. W etm ore B a y s th at the raisins made 
by W. J. W hitney, of Apex, whose ranch 
adjoins the W olfskill tract, are the linest 
he has seen in the State. 
Mr. W hitney 
made about three tons of raisins this sea­ 
son, and would have made as much more 
b ut for the damage done his grapes by bees. 
H e now has eighteen acres in vines, and 
will plant forty acres more the ooming sea­ 
son, mostly of the m uscat variety.—[San 
Diego Union. 
A correspondent says th at when rabbits 
become quite hungry in severe w inters they 
prefer the bark of apple trees to any other 
food, but even then will take this food if 
lying on the ground rather than gnaw it 
from upright stems. 
He then gives w hat 
trim m ing the old trees require, and leaves 
the branches lying scattered through the 
orchard till spring, and has never had a 
tree girdled. 
A few limbs on each acre 
will be enough.—[Country Gentleman. 
A w riter in Farmer and Fruit Oroicer 
says : 
“ If the agricultural colleges and 
experim ent stations would make disinter­ 
ested trials of the new fruits, and give the 
public unbiased opinions of the character 
and merits of each fruit, it m ight prove of 
as much value in their bulletins as some of 
the lengthy accounts about albuminoids 
and carbohydrates. 
N urserym en's circu­ 
lars are generally made to puff those plants 
in which their pecuniary interest predom i­ 
nates.” 
Over-crowding of fowls is the cause of 
nearly all diseases th at occur among them . 
There is too much strife and competition 
among them when kept in large numbers, 
and the same is true of animals. The larg. 
est breeder of fowls in the world, Haw kins, 
of Lancaster, Mass., divides his large flock 
into many sm aller ones. 
He keeDS over 
2,000 hens on the same farm, and finds 
them profitable. 
In addition to this num ­ 
ber of hens, thousands of chicks are an­ 
nually hatched and sent to the large cities. 
A good healing salve for man or beast is 
made by taking of olive oil one quart, resin 
one ounce, beeswax one ounce. 
M elt and 
heat almost to boiling, then gradually add 
three-fonrths pound red lead, for w inter 
use, or one pound if desired for use in 
warm w eather ; stir well, and as soon as 
the lead is taken up by the oil, and when 
nearly cool, add one-fourth ounce pulver­ 
ized camphor gum. 
This can be used w ith 
Bafety, and is one of the best known reme­ 
dies for galla, bruises, burns, fever sores, 
ulcers, etc. 
The cost of storing ensilage is stated by 
a W isconsin farm er as follows : “ My en­ 
silage last year, made of grass, cost me 
eighty cents a ton to put it in the silo. 
This season, in three and a half days, I 
pu t 12.Í tons of graBs in my silo, at a sost 
of $71 75, or a fraction less than 57 cents 
per ton. 
A t the rate of four tons of en­ 
silage as an equivalent of a ton of hay, 
this would be equal to $2 2S per ton 
for hay. 
I doubt if hay can bo put up for 
less than this, and no doubt a well-pre- 
Berved ensilage is better than hay.” 
The trim m ing out of the over-dense tops 
is work th at may be commenced at any 
tim e, and continue through the winter, as 
leisure is found. 
In thinning out it will 
be better to take out many small limbs by 
several cuts than to remove large ones by 
catting once only. 
Large wounds do not 
heal as readily, and taking out large limbs 
leaves the trees less well balanced. 
The 
aim should be to diminish the num ber of 
fruit buds by thinning out the small twigs. 
Mr. Hilman, of M arlboro’, who has great 
success w ith his trees, cuts back quite 
freely with light pruning shears, thus ac­ 
complishing his object w ithout making any 
large wounds.—[New England Farmer. 
In the Union the other day we gave the 
opinion of R. D. Blowers, of Yolo, th at 
the cultivation of the guava in the vicinity 
of San Diego promised to become an im­ 
portant and very profitable branch of fruit 
culture. 
He thought $500 per acre might 
be obtained from guava plants. One of the 
Messrs. High, whose thrifty five-acre place 
in the Chollas valley, a mile east of town, 
is so well known, says he thinks this esti­ 
mate of profit is rather under the mark. 
They have litt’e less than a quarter of an 
acre devoted to guava plants, and from 
this small p:ece of ground they have already 
gathered and sold more thau §100 worth 
of fruit, beeides using a good deal in m ak­ 
ing jelly ; and the plants will continue to 
bear for three months y et.—[San Dieeo 
Union. 
\V ill there ever be less wool or m utton 
w anted per capita than now ! 
No. 
Is the 
wool and m utton product keeping pace 
w ith the increase of population? 
I t in 
probable th at it is not. 
W ill sheep and 
wool therefore be less rem unerative in the 
years to come than now * 
Certainly not. 
As the inhabitants of a country increase, 
m eat prices increase, because meat is in 
thickly settled c nutrios always one of the 
most costly articles of food. 
As prices in ­ 
crease, the n n ses seek the cheaper kinds. 
M utton is one of the cheapest. 
Heuce, as 
population increases, it m ust he in other 
countries adapted to sheep as in E iglaud, 
th at the popular taste will incline that 
way. 
It is ro in all the thickly-settled 
districts of Europe ; it is becoming more 
and more so from decade to decade in the 
U nited States. 
The 
use of wool will 
certainly not decline. 
It is becou iog more 
and more sought year by year. 
Hence, 
those who earliest pay attention to those 
breeds of sheep ada; ted to th e ir localities, 
in connection with other stock, will earliest 
reap the full reward of their endeavors.— 
[Breeders' G ar itte. 
Farm stables are not only often heated 
to excess by being overcrowded, but they 
are foci and vitiated from gases or vapors 
of a positively noxious quality, engendered 
from the decomposition of the litter, fieces 
and urm e, together with the exhalations 
from the lungs and skin. 
The deleterious 
operation of eliluvia arising under these 
circumstance» may be short of a directly 
poisonous effect, yet it gradually nnder- 
mines the health, and can only be counter­ 
acted by a more efficient means of ventila­ 
tion and cleanliness. 
A distinction should 
be drawn between a hot stable and a foul 
one, as the former is capable of producing 
one series of effects, and a foul one another. 
In the foul stable there is heat and im pur­ 
ity arising from the same source, and oper­ 
ating in combination, and producing not 
only a tendency to inflammatory diseases, 
b u t others of a more serious character. 
I t ■ 
com.nonly happens th at a variety of agents 
and circumstances may be required to act 
in combination to produce some diseases ; 
thus, horses th a t are badly fed and over­ 
w orked by day, are very likely to be ex­ 
posed to heated, unventilated stables at 
night, and these are the common victims 
of diseases of the lungs, farcy, glanders, 


and specific ophthalm ia.—[N ational Live­ 
stock Journal, Chicago. 
Certain plants, especially Alpines, flour­ 
ish best upon a rock-work, because their 
roots are kept moist, the rocks preventing 
evaporation from the soil. Rocks,or Btones 
of m oderate size, are useful in the garden, 
even if there is not a regular rock-work. 
W hen we receive a plant from the Rocky 
mountains, or from the Pacific coast, and 
know nothing of the exact locality in which 
it was found, it is set out in the border, 
and the surface of the soil foreome distance 
around it is covered w ith stones. 
The 
stones act as a mulch, and keep the soil 
over the roots m o ist; they also absorb heat 
during the day, giving ic out slowly during 
the night, and thus eerve to equalize the 
tem perature. 
W e have rarely lost a plant 
so treated. 
This method may be com­ 
mended to those who have sown the seeds 
of perennials as soon as they were ripe, 
and intend to set the young plants where 
they will bloom next year. 
Such plants 
will be greatly benefited by a m ulch of 
stones. 
The stones for this purpose should 
not be much larger than a hen’s egg, and 
flat ra th tr than round. 
A most excellent 
application of this kind of mulch is to ever­ 
greens. 
W henever they are planted (we 
prefer the spring), a covering of the soil, as 
far as the roots extend, w ith large stones, 
as big as one can lift, will serve a double 
purpose. 
They will keep the soil over the 
roots from drying out, and at the same 
time anchor the tree in a more natural and 
effective manner than can be done w ith 
stakes,—[American A griculturist. 
An Irish neighbor, speaking of his suc­ 
cess at pig feeding, said : 
“ A man m ust 
look at his pig frequently. 
Yes, no pig 
will do well unless you look at him fre­ 
quently.” 
A rushing, busy neighbor, who 
never took tim e even to count his pigs, 
but pitched them their corn and hastened 
away to his work, always was complaining 
of his bad luck w ith his pigs. 
His next 
neighbor, however, had fine success. W hen 
he went to feed he first saw th at the trough 
and feeding floor were clean, and then he 
looked over his pigs to see if they were all 
there. 
If one or more were missing he 
spared no tim e in seeing w hat the m atter 
was and where they were. 
The laggards 
found, and his pigs all a t the table, he put 
in the slop, always careful th at it was not 
too sour, or th at it varied little from w hat 
he usually fed ; and he then enjoyed seeing 
how every pig pitched in for ita share. 
W hen they were called for the corn he had 
time to get in among them and Bpread the 
corn out so all could get it readily, w ithout 
crowding and lighting for it. 
H e even had 
time to rub the backs of a few favorites, 
aud to stand and to look at them eat. His 
neighbor, commenting on his laziness, said, 
“ B. would hang on the fence a half hour 
looking a t his pigs cat ; and he did this 
three tim es a day, yet he always has good 
luck w ith his pigs, and I know he don’t 
feed as much as I do.” 
ThiB circumstance 
illustrates about the same principle in the 
Irishm an’s plan of “ looking at them fre­ 
quently.” 
The successful feeder likes to 
teed, likes to see them eat, and likes to 
keep things in order about the pens and 
feeding floor, th a t the pigs may enjoy w hat 
they eat ; and when th at is eaten he loves 
to see them find comfort in cool shade, or 
to bathe in a clean stream , if he can have it 
so.—[Breeders’ Gazette. 
Although the process of wine-making is 
very much the same all through theM edoc, 
there are notable improvements on the old 
system at many of the chateaux. 
In the 
old fashion, and at m ost of the small 
places, the stalks are separated from the 
grapes by a rake, or by rubbing w ith the 
hands through a sieve. 
Now at m ost of 
the larger establishm ents this separation is 
effected by a very simple machine turned 
by two men. 
Mr. Howard showed us how 
easily this m ight be done by steam or 
w ater power or by a gas engine. 
Then the 
old plan of treading out the juice by w alk­ 
ing over the grapes w ith the feet bare is 
gradually becoming Icfs custoinsry, though 
this uncleanly method ia still the rule in 
the m aking of some of the very first 
growths. 
The Messrs. Iiothechild, of the 
Menton estate, which jfin s the Lafitte, and 
the Messrs. Gilbey, at their beautiful 
place, the Chateau Londenne, have taken 
the lead of m ost other proprietors in the 
Medoc in the com pletenesi of all arrange­ 
m ents for pressing the grapes w ith the 
least pos-ible contact of the hands or feet 
of the vintagers, as well as in ail the subse­ 
quent processes of ferm entation, preserva­ 
tion, bottling and transport. 
The Chateau 
Londenne is not only a property where 
100,000 to 150,000 bottles of claret are 
made every year, but it has the largest and 
most perfect stores for keeping the wines 
of the Medoc and other districts as they 
are brought up from the growers ; while 
from its port on ;he Gironde, midway be­ 
tween Bordeaux and the Bay of Biscay, 
French wines and brandy can be shipped 
direct to London at a sm aller cost for car­ 
riage than to Paris. 
As the duty is only 
one shilling a gallon, there arc very few who 
cannot afford a glass of wholesome claret 
with w ater a t their meals, and the finest 
dessert wines—if the name of the Cha­ 
teau is not regarded as of great im port­ 
ance—are w ithin the reach of men of mod­ 
erate m eans.—[Cor. London Times.

The L a test S ty les o f C loth in g 
fo r 
th s 
W inter Season. 
Business euits for men, says Harper's 
Bazar, have the three garm ents—coat, vest 
and trousers—made of one piece of goods, 
such as the fine, neat m ixtures and indefi­ 
nite checks of English cloth, or the rough 
suitings, Scotch cheviots and liome-spuns. 
For tine mixed cloths the coat is the Eng­ 
lish cut-away to button four buttons, or 
merely to button one button across the 
c h e s t; the vest is cut very high, and has a 
collar ; and the trousers are medium tight- 
fitting. 
The taste this season is for brown 
and olive shades in business suits. For the 
rough cheviotsand home-spun cloths a sack 
coat is preferred, and this may be either a 
double-breasted pea jacket or a single­ 
breasted, close-fitting sack. 
Very stylish 
sack suits are made of English all-wool 
rough cloth in small checks of gray and 
blue with some olive tints. 
Rough suits of 
blue or black ribbed Scotch cloth are made 
w ith a pea-jacket th at has a silk facing and 
wide braid on the edges. 
Very heavy pea- 
jackets to wear w ithout overcoats are made 
single-breasted, w ith a velvet collar and 
velvet edges like binding. 
Dressy m orning suits for paying calls, 
lunches, etc , have a four-button cut-away 
coat made of either black or blue English 
cloth in flue diagonals, or in the newer 
corkecrew tw illed patterns. 
Tne vest of 
the same cloth is cut as high as the coat, so 
th at scarcely any of the scarf is seen. The 
trousers have narrow stripes of some odd 
shade of brown or olis’e, or even of dark 
red threads on black or brown. 
Day- dress euits for making visits, for 
church, afternoon receptions, and for day 
weddings for groom, ushers, and guests, 
have the Prince A lbert frock-coat and vest 
made of black or blue diagonal or cork­ 
screw cloth. 
This coat is of the length 
worn last year, and shorter than those pre­ 
viously worn ; it shows only a trifle of the 
scarf when buttoned, and is finished with 
silk facing and braid. 
The trousers are 
light, or else of dark grey or brown like 
those described above. 
A change from this 
adopted by dressy men for afternoon wear 
is a frock suit w ith the three piccrB made 
of grey or brown diagonal cloth of the 
finest quality, finished w ith silk facing and 
stitched edges. 
Overcoats of light weight for autum n 
wear and for pleasant days in w inter are 
made of fancy diagonal or of corkecrew 
cloth, or else of a new m aterial th at resem­ 
bles Melton, b at íb rough, like camel’s hair. 
Brown, bine-gray and dark m ixtures are 
the colors for these, and the shape is a sack 
of medium length, w ith silk facing extend­ 
ing to the edges of the front, so th at when 
the coat ia throw n open nothing but silk is 
seen as a lining. 
W inter overcoats are of 
fur heavers and Elysians, w ith velvet col­ 
lar and velvet edges like binding. 
These 
are single-breasted sacks with quilted silk 
faciDgs and satin linings. 
Men who object 
to rough m aterials have overcoats made of 
the fine, smooth beaver known as patent 
beaver, w ith plain facings, stitched edges 
and a velvet collar. 
Olive, brown, blue, 
gray and dahlia shades are used for such 
overcoats. 
Some stylish young mean wear 
for the promenade surtout overcoats of this 
smooth beaver ; these m ust not be very 
long, and should not have the flaps and 
bone buttons th at make them look like a 
coachman’s coat. 
Driving coats of cream- 
colored kersey are made double-breasted 
and very loose, in w hat is called box-coat 
style. 
U lsters are of Elysians and other 
rough goods, made in the long N ew m arket 
shape. 
Shirt-bosoms for day use remain perfect­ 
ly plain, in shield shape, and arc made of 
three thicknesses of linen, w ith a very fine 
cord, or else merely rows of stitching, on 
the edge th at laps. 
All ornam ent is use­ 
less for these bosoms, as they are entirely 
concealed by the high vest aud the scarf. 
The bosoms of full-dress shirts are usually 
made plain also, but a novelty this season 
is the introduction of dots of embroidery, 
done by the needle, over the entire bosom; 
these dots var}’ from the m erest speck to 
those th at are a fourth of an inch in diam ­ 
eter. 
This is the finest needle-work, and 
is adopted by men of fashion who would 
not wear the showy vines aud vignettes of 
embroidery formerly seen on th iri bosoms. 
One large stud, which usually contains a 
precious stone, is worn w ith full-dress 
shirts. 
The newest standing collars revive the 
turned-over or broken points in the front 
formerly worn, and called English collars ; 
these are very high all around, m eet in 
front, and are turned back in large points. 
Another standing collar is not so high, is 
cut sloping in front, and is worn to lap. 
Turned-down collars are narrow, 
w ith 
shorter points than those lately used, and 
do not meet in front, leaving a space of an 
inch or more for the bow of the scarf or 
the small necktie. 
Cuffs are worn rather 
large, w ith either square or round corners 
th at meet instead of lappiog, and are fast- 
tensd by linked buttone. 
M eiino under­ 
wear comes this season in grey and dark 
tau shades as well as white, while silk un­ 
dergarm ents are of lavender or pearl color. 
W alking ehoes are double-soled buttoned 
gaiters of calf-skin, made with low, broad 
English heels. 
There is a tendency to 
broaden the toes of all shoes th at have 
been worn nearly pointed on account of 
the closely-fitted tro u se rs; but sensible 
men have never followed either of these 
fashions in the extreme. 
Dress shoes fur 
the houBe aud for carriage wear are made 
of patent leather, with kid or cloth tops ; 
these are buttoned gaiters, w ith light soles 
and low heels. 
P atent leather pumps and 
alligator-bkin slippers are worn w ith black 
or very dark socks in the morning at home. 
The crowns of black silk dress hats are 
not quite so much curved in bell Bhape as 
they were laBt year ; the crown may be fij 
inches high, or only 5¿ inches. 
The brim 
is narrow er than it has been worn of late, 
and is very moderately rolled. 
Business 
hats are of stiff felt, either black or brown, 
of Derby shape, w ith a semi square crown 
tapering tow ar is the top, and about five 
inches nigh ; this is preferred to the round 
Derby crown ; the brim is in the shape de­ 
scribed for silk hats. 
The crush opera hats 
are about the same shape as the new silk 
hats. 
Neglige hats, called hammock hats 
and pocket nats, are of soft felt of light 
weight, also of cloth, Cheviot and of siik, 
and are comfortable for travelers on long 
j ourney s. 
Kid gloves for the street, for driving and 
for church are in red tan shades of heavy 
kid, with wide stitching on the back either 
in selfcolor or in black ; they are fastened 
by two buttons. Light pearl colored gloves, 
with black stitching on the back, are shown 
for dress, nut these are so little used by 
gentlemen, either at day or evening enter­ 
tainm ents, th a t they need scarcely be 
noted. 
Heavy goat-skin gloves w ithout 
stichieg are worn by gentlemen when driv­ 
ing. Tnere is also a lancy for hand-knitted 
gloves of raccoon fur and silk, made by 
Soakers out of hand spun yarn, in wi-ich 
the fur and silk are mixed in a yarn th at is 
as soft as camel's hair ; these ate tilhuried 
for driving—that is, they are faced with 
dog-skin inside the hands—and cost $11 a 
D»ir ; the plain gloves, not tilhuried, are 
$7. 
Tobogganing gloves, knitted in Can­ 
ada, of heavy wool yarn in ribs, are long 
enough to reach to the elbow outside the 
cuat eleeve. 
Canes and umbrellas have crutch han­ 
dles of silver made to represent buck horn ; 
there are also many real buck-horn han­ 
dles. 
11 >und silver knobs are as dark as 
oxidiz d silver, and are either plainly ham ­ 
mered or else made to represent a face, as 
of the sun or moon, or they may have ara­ 
besque tracery, or be slightly enameled.

B i r c i i B a r k —The 
subject of ah.olutely water-proof cloth has 
long occupied the attention of scientists. 
Some years ago an Italian, Signor Muri- 
tans. supposed th a t he bad satisfactorily 
solved the problem e.f Egyptian cloths be­ 
ing entirely indestructible, and he patented 
a m aterial of the kind, the only objection 
to which was the cost. 
And now M. 
Peron, a Belgian, comes forward with an 
invention of asim ilar nature. 
H aving as­ 
certained that hands used to smooth the 
heads of Egyptian mummies were impreg 
nated with a kind of resin, he has had re- 
conree to a substance from birch hark, and 
which is now used to perfume Russian 
leather. 
W hen the fine white hark of the 
birch tree is distilled, it yields a red oil, 
nearly ime-fonrth of which consists of the 
special phenol or carbolic acid, which gives 
a well known odor to Hnssian leather. 
It 
is now found th at t^-e residue or green tar 
of the birch yields neither acid nor alka­ 
loid, aud it forms with alcohol a solution 
of great fluidity, which, however, when 
once dried, is unacted upon by alcohol. 
It 
is this substance which will unite w ith tie 
most brilliant colors, and is used by M. j 
Peron for treating textile fabrics.

T itian red, a lovely shade verging on 
auburn, bids fair to he the most fasuion- 
able bright color of the incoming seasoD. 
Collarettes of real lace are made in a 
point ia front, which is a short or long 
point, according to the taste of the wearer. 
Real sealskins, dyed alm ost black, are 
brought out for ladies in mourning, and 
for those who prefer an entirely black cos­ 
tume. 
Wool, silk and velvet are all combined 
in one costume, and yet this is so effect­ 
ively accomplished th a t the result is per­ 
fect in its way. 
The drees par excellence for the 6treet is 
the plain tailor-cut costume of 
ladies’ 
cloth, w ith close-fitting wadded over-jacket 
of the same m aterial. 
Pom padour lace is very beautiful and 
inexpensive, and is brought out in collars, 
cuffs and deep flounces from tw o to ten 
inches or more in depth. 
For elderly aud middle-aged ladies noth­ 
ing can be more beautiful than the recep­ 
tion and dinner dresses of gray satin em­ 
broidered w ith smoked pearls.

and no plates to hold it. 
Huge slices of 
bread served for plates, and were called 
trenchers. 
These became eoaked w ith 
gravy, and were often eaten w ith relish ; 
if left, they were gathered in a basket and 
given to the poor. 
The furnishing of the 
immeDEe palaces corresponded w ith the 
rudeneBS of the tables. 
The rooms were 
large and lofty, hut nncarpcted, w ith floors 
covered w ith nothing better than rushes. 
The furniture was scanty, indicating little 
taste in style or execution, and the great 
rooms looked bare aud cheerless.

homes of New England mechanics to day 
are far more comfortable than the palace 
of the great English Queen.

The num ber of inventions th at have been 
made during the past tifty years is per­ 
haps unprecedented in the history ot the 
world. 
Of course inventions of benefit to 
the human race have been made in all ages 
since man was created ; but looking back 
for half a hundred years, how m any more 
are crowded into the past lifty than into 
any other tifty since recorded iu h isto ry ! 
The perfection of the locomotive and the 
now world-traversing steam ship, the tele­ 
graph, the telephone, the audiphone, the 
sewing machine, the photograph, chromo­ 
lithographs printing, tho cylinder print­ 
ing press, the elevator for hotels and other 
many-storied buildings, the cotton gin and 
spinning jenny, the reaper and mower, the 
steam thrasher, the steam tiro engine, the 
improved process for m aking steel, the ap­ 
plication of chloroform and ether to de­ 
stroy sensibility in painful surgery cases, 
and so on through a long catalogue. 
Nor 
are we yet done in the field of invention 
and discovery. 
The application of coal 
gas and petroleum to heating and cooking 
operations is only trem bling on the verge 
of successful experiment, the introduction 
of steam from a great central reservoir to 
general use 
for 
heating 
and 
cooking 
is 
foreshadowed 
as 
among 
the 
com­ 
ing 
events, 
the 
artificial 
produc­ 
tion of butter has already created con­ 
sternation among dairymen. 
The naviga­ 
tion of the air by some device akin to our 
present balloon would also seem to be pre­ 
figured, and the propulsion of m achinery 
by electricity is even now clearly indicated 
by the march of experim ent. 
There are 
some problems we have hitherto deemed 
impossible ; but are the m ysteries of even 
the most improbable of them more subtle 
to grasp than th at of the ocean cable or 
th at of the photograph or telephone ? 
We 
talk by cable w ith an ocean rolling be­ 
tween ; we speak in our own voices to 
friends a hundred miles or inore from 
where we articulate before the microphone. 
Under the blazing sun of Ju ly we produce 
ice by chemical means rivaling the most 
solid and crystalline production of nature. 
Our surgons graft the skin from one per­ 
son’s arm to the face of another, and it ad­ 
heres and becomes an integral portion of 
his body. W e make a mile of w hite prin t­ 
ing paper, and 6end it on a spool th at a 
perfecting printing press 
unwinds and 
prints, and cuts and delivers to you folded 
and counted, many thousand per hour. Of 
a verity this is the age of invention, nor 
has the world reached a stopping place 
y et.—[Cincinnati Times-Star.

T hat the falling drop will wear away the 
stone, is a Eaying which few adult persons 
have not been able to verify by observa­ 
tion ; but it is not so generally understood 
th at falling drops of rain will wear away a 
m ountain or wash away a continent. Rain, 
frost an -3M> have ground down the sum ­ 
mits of '.ouicst m ountains ; and there are ] ness 
few high p'.aka in existence which have 
not been much higher, and which are not 
being 
steadily leveled 
by atmospheric 
agencies. 
In colder clim ates solid glacier 
rivers are also found, which moving im per­ 
ceptibly, but with irresistible fore?, hollow 
out valleys aad grind down the superin­ 
cum bent rocks. 
Tne sea also devours the 
land rapidly. 
Furtherm ore, innumerable 
rivers, stream s and springs are perpetually 
loosening the soil, rasping down the rocks 
w ith sand, and bearing off billions of tons 
of solid m atter to the sea bottom, where the 
whole ma?3 is squeezed by the terrible hy­ 
draulic pressure into stone, marble or 
solid strata of some kind. 
The Mississip­ 
pi alone carries annually to the sea 812,- 
ñOO.OOO.OOO pounds of mud. 
All 
the 
habitable land of the globe is being con­ 
tinually 
ground 
and 
waehed 
aw ay— 
planed down to the ocean-level ; 
while 
the sea-bottom is beiDg as steadily tilled 
up. 
The de¡«sit of foraminiferal shells 
alone—not 
including other 
rem ains—is 
sufficient, as Huxley has calculated, to cre­ 
ate a bed of limestone in tbe bottom of the 
A tlantic and l ’aciiic Oceans S00 fc-et thick, 
supposing th tse oceans So have existed for 
only 100,000 years. 
W ere it not for inter­ 
nal forces, the time would come when all 
existing land wuuld be leveled w ith the 
ocean, an.i thereafter planed down still 
furtner by the action of the waters, so that 
the entire globe would be one shoreless 
ocean. 
The coral islands would form no 
exception ; for tho coral-builders cannot 
live above water, nor could their islands 
ever have reached the surface but for tub- 
teiraneau upheavals. 
Thus the tendency 
of the world’s crust is to become uniformly 
smooth and level, and to surround itself 
with an envelope of water. 
Hut w ithin 
the earth enormous forces are at work to 
counteract this tendency— forces which 
manifest themselves in volcanic action, in 
seismic action and in other and even more 
mysterious actions.—[New Orleans Times-

History or tiir Pacific States of Arkkica. 
By 
H u b ert Howe B ancroft. 
San F rm cisco: A. L. 
Bancroft &. Co. 
Vol. V il. of the Works of Mr. 
Bancroft and Vol. II. of the History of Central 
America. 
1530-1800. 
T h at the sentim ent is growing stronger 
among readers th a t late captious criticism s of 
the historical labors of M r. Bancroft were not 
called for, is certain. 
Because the works he 
is issuing are voluminous, and can scarcely 
receive the attention the usual newspaper re 
viewer gives to books placad upon his table, 
is no reason for tip-tilting the nose a t the 
work itself. 
W e have the conviction, and do 
not hesitate to u tter it, th a t the future will 
give the full credit due to the gentlem an who 
is m assing so m nch of hitherto unpublished 
and ungathared fact relating to the history of 
the Pacific coast. 
N or will th at future be 
distant. 
In the discussions th a t have already 
taken place relative to the record he presents, 
is revealed the value of the new light these 
histories are shedding. 
W e have yet to note 
a solitary instance of exception being well 
taken as to tbe record of facts recited in these 
works. 
There have been num erous criticism s 
of the style of M r. Bancroft, captions objec­ 
tions to the volum inous character^ of the 
work, and one selfish—not to Bay v in d ic tiv e - 
assault, which fell short of its aim, upon the 
m ethods em ployed to collate the historical 
d ata upon which these works rest. 
Some of 
the purely li'erary ciiticism s have been, in 
some respects, well taken. 
Tne style of 
the 
author has 
been, not altogether un­ 
justly 
criticised 
ai 
lapsing 
here 
and 
there 
into 
the 
florid, 
and 
as not 
free 
at 
tim es from 
m ere 
platitudes, 
aDd 
as occationaliy m arred by too sophomorio 
a tone, and some inelegance of diction. B ut 
we repeat that these defects are wholly im ­ 
m aterial and are not nearly so serious, for 
instance, as those curi eities of botch-work 
aüd rhetorical absurái.ies, which Jam es R us­ 
sell Lowell points on: in “ M erivale’o H istory 
of the Romans under tho Um pire.” 
B an­ 
croft at no lim e has been the ju st subject of 
such criticisms as th a t distinguished scholar's 
tex t has been found ep tn to. 
Y et no one 
would be so bold as to seek to displace the 
work3 of th a t em inent historian from the 
high rank they occupy in the authorship of 
the world. 
We read Mr. B ancroft's volumes 
aB they appear for the “ m eat ” we find in 
them, and not for improvement of literary 
style, allln.ugh it is graceful and at lim es 
lofty ; nor j e t for the mere delectation of the 
intellectual sense. 
That which leads us t > 
their thorough perusal, is the historical value 
they possess, and the store of information 
they c m tair, and we venture to fay th a t 
whoever has sincerely taken upon himself the 
pleasant task of reading anew the history of 
this coast, filled as it is with the roinat c ? and 
poetry of a poetic race, and roped w ith the 
almost supernatural charm which invests the 
whole history of the tropic regions of Ameri­ 
ca, will not be able to find anyw here so satis­ 
factory and complete a work as th a t under 
notice, the diction of which is certainly th at 
of no oi'linary standard. 
I t invites to its 
own 
reading, 
and 
the 
entry 
of 
the 
student 
upon 
its 
first 
volnm e 
m nst 
carry him w ith growing interest into and 
through the second. 
We confess th a t the 
reading we entered upon alm o -t immediately 
aatiafi-d us th a t 
there 
would 
come 
no 
weariness from its continuation. 
The story 
of Central America cannot be coldly told. 
Its romances would inspire the m ost method­ 
ical historian w ith something of the pcetic 
fervor, and lead his fancy in paths birdered 
by the fantastic and the supernatural, and 
tem pt him to flights and specnlatiors which 
the recital of the tales ot less fervid climes 
would never suggtst. 
O ur author deals with 
ail the rom anee of the land of which he 
write?, heartily. 
Iastsad of his flighis being 
affectations and literary “ ballooning,” to use 
a homely phrase, tney are, ic fact, earnest 
entries into and sympathy w ith the atmos­ 
phere of the era, ai d the land of which he 
writes. 
A nd 
this 
coa3‘.itutes 
an 
at­ 
traction for all history. 
H olland otC 3 de­ 
clared, w ith the vigor for which th a t j rur- 
nalistic critic was noted, th a t wo sbonld read 
the history th a t will best m ake U3 acquainted 
w ith our predecesiors as they have lived and 
acted under variuus institutions and circum- 
stancsa—th a t history in whose instructive 
light we m ay weave the history of our own 
timp. 
The history of C entral Am erica, eo 
little read, so ill understood, furnishes all the 
‘•food for s’arved im aginations” th a t dis­ 
tinguished author reckoned so m any men need 
in these busy husiuess days. 
I t is fact, with 
the charm cf fiction ; stern history, w i;h all 
the poetry of song ; startling reality, w ith all 
possible dram atic attractiveness. 
I t takes in 
its sweep the buccaneer, the eoldier of for­ 
tune, the loves and hates of kings and 
princes, the craft of diplom atists and priest-, 
the tchem es of politicians, the greed <¡f con­ 
quest, the woe of humiliation, the eufferirga 
of innocent victims under the advance of 
civilization by the edge of tho aword, the 
avarice of the conquerors, and the hatred, 
envy aLd revenges cf the men and women 
who were the ager cieB through which the des­ 
tinies of the c m tinent were revealed and 
made possible of earlv realization. W ith nuch 
them es our author has written out of the full- 
f his soul. 
If inspiration is bu t depth 
f feciing, he has given us inspirational 
resulte, bat ad 'h e time maintaining th at 
judicial attim de which alone can give the 
historian vt arran t for the title. 
Max Mnlli 
has Baid th a t the inquiry w ith regard to 
book assuming to be authoritative sboul 
ala ays be “ W hen was it written 5 by whom 
and are the authorities on which it is ‘

contemporaneous w ith the events which they 
relate, and were ’ 
fetliug, or other disturbing influence ?” A| 
plying these tests to the volumes thus far 
uoticed in the Bancroft series, and the honest 
mind must conclude that the author has not 
only been loyal to the tiuth, irrespective of 
the re-ulta of its telling, but that he ha-, ac­ 
cording to those rules of evidence which are 
recognized as crownicg the summit of human 
knowledge, sifted the false from the true 
with de iberata impartiality and a patient 
discrimination, and evolved the truth lo just 
tne

that 
such 
evolution 
is 
possible 
to

Certainly, et no other time, and for no 
other work relating to the history of the west 
coast of the continents or the tropic regions

The shy 
young man tried two or three on his little 
finger, and finding one th at would not quite 
go over his knuckle, said, “ Give me this 
one. 
How much is it? ” 
“ I t ’s five dollars,” said the clerk, “ but 
if you w ant a wedding ring I would advise 
yon cot to buy it. 
Every now aBd then 
we sell them to people who insist upon hav­ 
ing them , but as soon as they find out the 
fashion they come back and have them 
m elted up and rolled up into this old-fash­ 
ioned round form, 
The only wedding ring 
is the round ring, plain and sim ple.” 
“ Gimme a round one, then ; same size 
as this.” 
H e got one and w ent away. 
The clerk 
laughed, and said he could tell when 
young man w anted a wedding or engage­ 
m ent ring every tim e ; though some times 
they ask to be'shown clocks, bracelets, or 
anything rather than w hat they come for. 
Very many come right to the point, though 
they stam m er aud falter about it quite 
painfully. 
Others again ask frankly and 
boldly to see w hat they want. 
“ There 
never has been a change in the fashion of 
wedding rings,” said the clerk ; “ the plain 
round gold ring has alw ays been the only 
correct thing. 
Men sometimes choose 
other kinds, but women never make th at 
m istake.” 
“ Do women choose their own wedding 
rings ?" 


“ O b , very often. Frequently they come 
in alone, fit a ring to the right finger and 
leave it for the prospective bridegroom to 
pay for. 
Sometimes they pay for it and 
take it away, and of course the young man 
reimburses them. 
Quite often, too. the 
brides come in w ith their mothers. 
Very 
serious aad grave the m others are, and 
show neither tim idity nor sentim ent. They 
ask for wedding rings, they look them 
over, buy one and go away. 
Irish and 
Germ an girls often bring their lovers as 
well as their mothers. 
Tnere is not a fun­ 
nier eight in the world than to see a clumsy 
fellow hanging behind and looking u n u t­ 
terably foolish while his sw eetheart and 
her m other discuss the purchase. 
Tney 
pay no attention to him until they come to 
the final selection. 
Then they tell him 
how much is to be paid, and he pays it and 
they ail go out. 
Irishm en are apt to be 
close buyers. 
They will scarcely ever buy 
anything w ithout knocking something off 
the price, but no Irishm an ever haggles 
over a wedding or engagement ring. 
It 
does not m atter if the wedding ring he 
chooses comes as higli as nine dollars, 
lie 
pays the price w ithout a murmur. 
M any 
foreigners, particularly Germans, exchange 
wedding rings. 
The bride pays for the 
groom’s ring and vice versa. 
At the altar 
they exchange rings. 
They come in to ­ 
gether to buy them .” 
“ W hat is the present fashion in engage­ 
m ent riDgs ?” 
“ O b , there is no fashion in them partic­ 
ularly. 
Any pretty ring set w ith small 
stones does for the purpose. 
Turquoises 
and pearls are popular ju st now, and so are 
pear.s by themselves. 
Diamonds are the 
rage w ith people who can afford them , and 
from th at the precious stones range dow n­ 
ward iu price to amethysts. 
Engagement 
rings cost from 815 to 8115; wedding 
rings from 85 to §15. 
Very many persons 
have initials, dates or mottoes engraved in 
their wedding rings. 
1 M zpah,' or ‘ Thine 
forever,’ are favorites, but the commonest 
custom is to have merely the initials and 
date—‘J. S. to S. J ., Nov. 11, 1883’—cut 
in the inner surface of the rings. 
The 
manner of wearing them has changed, how­ 
ever. 
They used to be worn on the index 
linger of the left hand, you know, but the 
ladies thifik th at a little too much of an 
advertisem ent nowadays, and they wear 
them on the third linger of the right hand. 
T hat finger of the left hand is still the one

A w riter in the Housekeeper, who states 
th at she has had mnch experience upon 
the subject of giving packs for fevers, 
colds, etc., gives the following directions 
for the benefit of those who may wish to 
use them : First, it is mnch more con­ 
venient if yon can have w hat is called a 
“ packing cot” made. 
A good proportion 
for the frame work is th irty inches wide, 
twenty-five inches high, w ith the slats 
placed on a Blight elevation, about three 
aud a half inches, at bead, then a m attress 
made to fit it, it can be of straw or w hat­ 
ever you wish, on th at place an oil cloth, 
then a comforter, then a blanket, stripes at 
side, and place a jug of hot water, with a 
rubber cork, at fo o t; now have a patient 
ready. 
Take a sheet and w ith one hand 
pleat up the aide of it, aDd with the other 
double it a t middle seam and dip it in a 
pail of w ater of the tem perature of 96° or 
100° (yon m ust allow five or bíx degrees 
for cooling off in wringing oat sheet), wring 
and spread over the blanket. H ave patient 
lie in center w ith hands over head, bring 
one side of sheet over the body, tucking it 
between the limbs, put arms down at side of 
body and bring other side of sheet over the 
patient and tuck in closely then one side of 
blanket, then the other, then comforter in 
same way. 
In folding the blanket and 
eomforter around neck bring it with one 
hand in shape of a V over the breast and 
then fold corner up to the shoulder and 
tuck in. 
This saves so much bulk close up 
to the neck. 
Now fold a dry sheet across 
the middle and p at it over the patient, 
tucking it well around the neck th at no 
air can get in. 
The reason of using this 
extra sheet is, it is so much easier tasked 
closely around the neck a n ! less bungling 
than the comforter. 
I t is of great im port­ 
ance th at all air is excluded and the work 
done quickly ; place a cloth wet in cold 
water on the head,extending over the eyes. 
If the patient does not warm up quickly, 
put an extra comforter or blankets over 
him, and if necessary jugs of hot w ater at 
the side, for unleBs he becomes w arm a ion 
the pack will do no good and he should be 
taken out. 
The usual length of a pack is 
from forty m inutes to an hour for an adult, 
for a child from ten minutes to half an 
hour, 
according 
to age and strength. 
There m ust be perfect quiet in the room, 
for mnch better results are obtained if the 
patient will sleep—he certainly m ust not 
talk. 
In taking him out unloose com fort­ 
ers and blankets and pull the wet sheet out 
quickly and throw over the dry sheet, or 
in w inter bring up the blanket. 
There are 
several different treatm ents th at follow a 
pack. 
If convenient te a bath-room one 
can clip in and take a wash-off, or a spray, 
or a pail-pour; the latter is given by having 
four pails of water, tw o of one tem pera­ 
ture 90° poured over first, and then two of 
S0°, then wrap around him a dry sheet and 
take a crash towel and wipe dry, taking in 
rotation arms, breast, back and legs ; or if 
a cold bath, sponge or dry rub is given, let 
him remain on the cot, and for an oil bath 
rub an arm dry with a crash towel, then 
rub with oil, and so on ; for a sponge bath 
take a sponge or a to-vel and tepid w ater 
and spoDge off, rubbing dry w ith a crash 
towel, rubbing hard to create good circula­ 
tion. 
The tem perature of the room wants 
to be about 75°, and when the patient ia 
taken out of the pack let no cold air corne 
on him. 
Tbe tem perature of the w ater in 
which sheet is dipped for adults generally 
is not so im portant, as w ithin two or three 
m inutes it becomes of the same tem pera­ 
ture as the body ; from 90 to 100 is a 
good range ; but for children and delicate 
persons it w ants to be from 100 to 110°, eo 
as not to shock them. 
Racks are oi great 
value in reducing fever, in breaking up fe­ 
ver, in breaking up a cold, aud also in poor 
circulation, and where the system is w eak­ 
ened and run down it acts as a tonic.

know of a case where a child of two years 
had a very severe cold and her treatm ent 
was a pack, 110° one evening, followed by 
an oil rub, and the next two evenings sim­ 
ply oil rubs, and the cold was perfectly 
broken.

N ot far from the town of Anaheim is a 
ranch to which many visitors are attracted, 
botlij for the purpose of satisfying their 
curiosity and seeing the only OBtricb farm 
in L iw er California. 
This consists of 640 
acres of alkali soil. 
A well, which has 
been sunk to a depth of .‘>00 feet, furnishes 
many thousands of gallons of w ater per 
day. 
W ith the aid of tl is well the pro- 
prieter, Dr. Sketehley, ia enabled to wash 
the soil and draw the alkali o at and off the 
land. 
The ostrich farm planting began 
only in 
last Apri.. 
The ostriches are 
dangerous birds aud arc fenced in a corral 
of heavy boards to keep them from kicking 
through. 
The incubating house contains 
two large incuba ors with 102 ostrich eggs, 
which arc being hatched out artificially. 
The birds on the farm were transported 
about 22,000 miles, partly by car, before 
reaching the farm. 
None were lost en 
loule, and none have died since being 
placed on the farm. 
The climate of 
8outhern California is favorable to them. 
Tne summer w tather is warm enough aud 
the w inter is not so cold as in Africa, their 
native home. 
W hen the tem perature was 
105 degrees in the shade the drawers con­ 
taining the eggs were taken from the in­ 
cubators and the eggs laid out on the 
ground in the shade of the house, and it 
was then warm enough for incubation. Tbe 
success of the experim ent is assured. 
If 
the eggs sbonld Dot hatch the value of the 
feathers will cover the expense of tendiDg 
the birds one year. 
Since April 12th the 
birds have deposited 270 eggs, one bird 
laying 47 ; they lay every other day. 
The 
difficulty of farming ostriches properly is 
in raising the chickens. 
Tbe young birds 
contract cold upon the slightest occasion. 
A chicken six m onths old bears feathers 
valued at about §10.
